very high examples of literary attainment. ,I confess that 
what I should like to do is to give back the Bible to 
thoughtful men, who, owing to a variety of Gizcumstances, 
are not able to_appreciate, or have ceased to appreciate, its 
unparalleled value. With great regret I have omitted the 
Apocrypha, mainly on grounds connected with the length 
which, if it «vere included, this volume would assume. With 
the New Testament also I am not at present concerned. I 
have used the Authorised Kersion throughout, becausg the 
Revised Version, doubtless more accurate, cannot hope ts 
compete with the older and more familiar version, which 
wag produced at a great Towering time of English letters. 

The question of notes has been very troublesome.-. Some- 
thing of the nature of explanation is clearly necessary. © Yet’ 
it would have been absurd in volume like this to entéy 
largely into disquisitions more appropriate to works belonging * 
to the higher criticism. There must inevitably be something 
arbitrary in the selection of passages requiring annotation ; 
but a writer can only be guided in these matters by his 
own instinct and predilectiohs, which very likely may not 
commend themselves to others, I have thought it better to 
keep the notes as short as possible; but I am quite aware 
that their very brevity” may lead to obscurity. Brevis esse 
laboro: Obscurus fio, Perhaps some readegs may find even 
lightness or flippancy in my comments, but I am not 
personally conscious of so unworthy an “ititude.._ 

From a similar desire to be terse and explicit, T have not 
quoted many authorities, but I think chapter and verse 
could be given for all my statements. The books I have 
mainly ~sed are Cornill’s Introduction to the Canonical Books 
of the Old Testament, translated by Mr. G. H. Box; Dr. Driver, 
—especially on the Book of Genesis and on the Book of 
the Prophet Jeremiah; Mr. H. A. Redpath on Ezekiel; 
Dr. Cheyne—and here and there his latest volume, 


a 
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Traditions and Beliefs of Ancient Israel ; Professor Friedrich 
‘Delitzsch, especially Babel and Bible; Karl Marti’s The 
Religion of tu Old Testament, translated by the Rev. G. A. 
Bienemann; the volumes of The Century Bible, published 
by Messrs, T. C. and E. C. Jack, and The Temple Bible, 
published by Messrs. Dent. Hastings’s Dictionary and the’ 
Encyclopedia Biblica afford invaluable help to every student ; 
and Dr. Pusey’s Minor Prophets have also here and there 
been_referred to. But this book is not intended to appeal 
-to accomplished biblical students, but rather to the man 
of literary tastes and sympathies, who desires to know 
some reasons why he should respe-t and admire the sacred

PART I 
INTRODUCTORY ESSAYS 


§ 1: Tue Brave as Lirerarore. 


NatuRAuy I have often asked myself in the course of 
preparing this work what was my precise object in attempt- 
ing it. The book originated in a conversation as to the 
lidbrary merits of the Bible. It was maintained that, whatever 
briginal literary merits the Bible may have possessed, they 
had been obscured by a long series of ecclesiastical comments, 
due to the fact that the Bible was mainly, if not exclusively, 
employed for “instruction in righteousness.” To those, on 
the other hand, to whom the Bible had been familiar from 
childhood, the idea of regarding it as other than a manual 
for pious use seemed strange and a trifle irreverent. The 
question was whether a book that hagl come so close to our 
business and bosoms could possibly be relieved from its 
didactic implications, and regarded as a collection of texts 
illustrating the characteristic tendencies of Jewish writers 
and exhibiting cert#in high standards of literature. The 
angwer to some of those who engaged in this conversation 
was frankly in the negative—because it is one of the melan- 
choly effects of allowing any documents to be entirely 
manipulated by priests that all original features are obliter- 
ated in one dead level of uniform doctrinal applic&bility. 
The case stands as it does very largely with school-books 
based on the work of Greek and Roman writers. Everything 
is viewed and misprized as “lessons.” The truth that 

» Machylus and Plato wrote for their generation in precisely 
: B 
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the same manner as Milton and Shakespears. wrote for theirs 

rarely dawns on the mind of a school-boy, and, if he be not. 
interested in classical studies, remains absokttely inoperative 

through his ljfe. Generally the Bible suffers because it isa 

“good Book,” not to be touched by profane or irreverent 

fingers. : : 

When so many people seém to imagine that the Bible has — 
nothing to do with literature, it appeared to me to be not'an 
unprofitable task to attempt to prove that the Bible contains. 
literary elements of priceléss merit, Only, however under 
certain conditions could such a task be even attenipted,. The » 
first thing is to modify the doctrine of verbal inspiration. 
The doctrine is either falfe or unnecessary. All the highest 
literature of the world is equally inspired, or,.if:you: like, « 
equally uninspired. If by inspiration we ie the. 
authors of certain books had the incomparable advantage of. © 
being told what to say by the Almighty, and if it-be furt ~er® 
added that only the books included in the:sacred Canon are 
to be so regarded, the judgment, I fear, of experienced literary - 
students will be one of profound scepticism, if not- of abso- 
lute denial.. The books of the Bible are exactly like other 
books, so far as Literature 4 concerned; to be appraised by _ 
identical standards, It sedms a much more - reasonable 
proposition to assert that af the great thoughts. of. all the - 
great thinkers in all ages, which have ‘fed the minds of 
humanity and built up the edifice of their hopes, “Visions, 
dreams and faiths, have a supreme and incalculable ‘quality 





of their own, which, indeed, may be called inspi because 
beyond the capacity of ordinary met. Tot fess, . 
Tsaiah is as inspired as: Shakespeare, BO. 


Plato is as inspired as Job, though perhapé & Bttle inore 0, 
One thing, at all events, is indisputable—that if you ‘niark » * 
off certain writings in a cless by themselves as inspired, they 
may be endowed with a kind of sanctity of their own; but -- 
they will always be imperfectly understood, and rarely receive’ 
their due appreciation. They are locked up, but. not" read, - 
or else they are read in mechanical, conventional fashion, as 
not having much to do with the busy life of the world. . 
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a 
Alone on their pjnnacle they are, it may be, worshipped from 
afar, but never lovingly handled by men immersed in business 
and working in the heat of the day. To study the Bible 
ag literature we must, I think, get rid of the misleading 
connotations of inspiration, and frankly subject it to scholarly 
and enlightened criticism. ‘ 

Directly this embargo is removed the whole aspect. of 
affairs is changed, nor will the result be so dreadful as some 
simple religious minds suppose. In the long run we. shall 
admirg with a better grace,“because we have obtained 
wasons for our admiration which appeal to our. intelligence. 
The process, no doubt,-will be a long one, and will occasionally 
be not a little disconcerting. We Shall find, for instance, that 
the two Books of Chronicles constitute “a literary forgery,” t 
and if we are honest men we must not hesitate to call them so, 
We shall find that the Book of Esther is an almost shocking 
e¥mple of Jewish intolerance and spite. We shall discover 
that the Jews derived their ideas of cosmogony mainly from 
Babylonia, and that the laws of Moses were largely indebted 
to the code of Hammurabi. We shall become aware that a’ 
great deal was put under the names of David and Isaiah 
which neither of these two eminent men could possibly have 
written, and that, indeed, all the early documents of the 
Hebrews were subjected to a series of revisions which in many 
cases conceal and distort their origingl meaning. We shall 
also find -grave reason to doubt the precise time and the 
precise manne¥ in which the Canon of scriptures was framed. 
Theye was something absolutely arbitrary in the principles 
according to which some books were included and others 
excluded from the sacred Canon, and it is possible, though 
nof certain, that we may have to come down as late as to the 

_ ninth century A.D. for the final arrangement of the Canon 
itself, Many other conclusions may have to be formed on 
which I need not at present enlarge, The only point I wish 
to urge here is that if the Bible is to be regarded as literature 
we must be no more afraid of the results of textual criticism 
than. we should be in accepting the work of scholars on the

except those who, through “diffidence or obstinacy, gre still 
shut up in the narrow ecclesiastical prison. or 


Roughly speaking, the Hebrew documents in our Bible. | 


went through three or four revisions and redactions among: 
the Jews themselves, Taken as a. whole. the. Bible, .as.we | 
have it, is largely the manufacture of priestly w 1 
and after the Babylonian exile. But of. course, there are. 
carlier elements, some of a high antiquity.. The ‘elemests . 
are generally discriminated in the following fashion. ‘We 
have Jahvist writings; and the work of the Jahvist “(so 
called because of the use of the word Jahveh, the Israclitish 
God) is usually designated as J. Then there are Elobistic 
elcments, so called from the use of the word El and Elohim, 
to represent the God of Israel, and it seems that the Elohistic 
elements came from the Northern kingdom, while the. 
Jahvistic emanated fyom Judah. J. and E. were united by 
another hand. Next comes the work of the Deuteronomist 
(D.), which we may date with accuracy in the time of Josiah, 
about the time when the Book of the, Law.was-discovered. by” 
Hilkiah. Last came the priestly revisien-kno which 
may have begun with the return of Ban igeniah 
during the Persian period, when the Hebrews were “released: 
by Cyrus. The great characteristic of the priestly revision’: 
was the inculcation throughout of ceremonial and liturgical: 
eleménts and the sacred authority of the Torah. . . « reece 
The whole meaning of this priestly revision cannot: be. 
understood until we recognize its marvellous permanence. 
For by it the Hebraic spirit was shut up in a prison house.

from which it haanever emerged. Not only is this the case, 
bit the religious spirit of Christianity has itself, so far as it 
is dependent gn the organization of thé Jewish cultus, been 
bound in fetters which the most original and most aspiring 
spirits, such as Paul in cazlier times and Luther in modern, 
have found it extremely difficult to endure. To understand 
this, however, we must first. apprehend the historic fact that 
the Hebrews in the course of their career had fuur different 
phases of religion, or perhaps we should say four different 
religiong. The origin of the racé is to be found in Northern 
‘erabia, whence there issued a series of movements mainly in 
the northward direction. “It is not quite certain that the 
Jews were ever in Egypt at all, but: it is certain that the 
Egyptian ‘religion had exceedingly little influence upon them 
as.compared with the Babylonian. ut if the cradle of the 
Jewish race is to be found in Arabia, the earliest faith was 
clétrly a nomad faith'—a nomad religion peculiar in this 
respect, that it believed in its God as not only a necessary 
part of faith but as a disposer and regulator of its social life, 
Jahveh was the tribal God, but it was a characteristic of 
Jahveh that he ordained social demeanour, Here wo touch 
upon an essential characteristic of the Jew from the very 
outset, the intimate connection between ethics and religion. 
The nomad faith was simple enough. It did not attach. 
value to sacrifices: it did not lay stgess upon worship: it 
had nothing to do with altars made by hands, and it believed 
with profound conviction that its God ordained the relations 
between the members of the tribe. Theso nomads starting 
from Arabia, and hating connections in Mesopotamia and 
posybly Egypt, enter the Land of Canaan. And now, instead 
of the nomad faith, we have a peasant religion by no means 
so pure as that with which the race was originally endowed. 
For the children of Jahveh come into contact with the 
Canaanite peoples and borrow alien elements from® their 
surroundings. Jahveh is still their tribal God, but there are 
a number of rival deities—Chemosh and Milcom, Baal,

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Melkarth and Ishtar (Astarte). The cbéldren of Israel 
begin to pay attention to local deities. They worship pillars 
and piles‘of stones, They abandon their simple faith for 
the beginnings of a definite cultus. They accept altars, 
sacrifices, even human sacrifices, Blood is a sort of pro- 
pitiatory medium between the worshipper and his God. 
The ministrations of a priestly class become important. 
And now comes the third and most brilliant stage of the 
Hebrew religion, the religion of the Prophets. What was 
the message of Amos, of Hésea, of Isaiah? It was qn one 
sense a return to the old nomad faith, In another sense 
it was the most idealistic religion that had hitherto been 
conceived. Observe that the Prophets will have nothing to 
do with the cultus, “I am weary of ‘your sacrifices 
me no more vain oblations.. Your solemn festivals :a 
high days I cannot away with. Wash you. Make you 
clean. Learn to do good. Cease to do. evil.” Throughdat 
stress is laid on the personal relation of ‘the worshipper and 
his God, uninfluenced by the ceremonial observances of :the 
priest. Jeremiah, in some ways, though notin all, ‘the 
deepest of the Prophets, strikes with no uncertain hand the 
note of personal religion, anticipating some of the most 
beautiful and most pathetic of the Psalms, 

+ Moreover, the notion of God is vastly enlarged. - ‘Tatyeh 
is no longer the tribal God: he is the God of the whole - 
earth, and all his supposed rivals are either devils or 
non-existent, Jahveh uses other nations to punish the 
Israelites for their lack of faith. One step more,-and we 
get wholly out of the region of Jewieh particularism -into 
the free atmosphere of a world-wide faith. Ts Gad: ‘qnly 
the God of the Jews? No, he is the God of the whole earth. 
The persistent and enfeecbling notion that Israel was the 
Chosen People, that Israel not only belonged to Jahveh, 
but that Jahveh belonged to Israel, evaporates in the clear 
mind of the Prophets like a mist before the sunrise, And 
so we have here and there in the Bible some welcome 
indications of this exalted standpoint—in the Book of Ruth, 
where a Moabitess figures as the ancestress of the Royal Eine » 
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of David, and in the Book of Jonah, in which a narrow-minded 
aad intolerant Jewish prophet discovers that God sends him 
to preach to the Ninevites. But it is rarely that a race can 
live at the height of its best’ thoughts, The air is too rare- 
fied for the ordinary man to breathe. So the next stage in 
this eventful history is a priestly. religion, engineered by 
men like Ezra, who believed that the Sabbath was a prime 
article of their faith, and that circumcision was the test of 
the genuine Hebrew. The Sabbath was either originally 
a new gnoon festival or borrowed from Babylon, and it had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the so-called Day of Rest, 
written into the éarliest chapters of Genesis by the priestly 
revisers,- Circumcision was nothing .remarkable, for very 
likely it was the practice of the Arab tribes, and became 
important only when the Jews found themselves among 
uncircumcised nations. Jeremiah thought nothing of cir- 
cofincision, just as Paul found himself obliged to minimize 
its value when the Gospel was preached to the Gentiles. 
But after the Babylonian exile men like Ezekiel and Ezra 
reintroduced the sacrificial cultus with all the appalling 
list of ceremonial observances which made the life of a 
pious Hebrew so distressingly onerous. Jerusalem became 
the only place in which men could worship, and’ a pious 
and also a ridiculous picture was drawn of God Himself 
studying, for his own edification, the Torah, Here was the 
opportunity. for the ecclesiastical infelligence, which made 
masterly use of its opportunities. The worshipper found a 
serigs of obstacles between himself and his God—priests to 
expound the Law, priests to conduct his sacrifices, priests to 
ban and to bless, while into the Holy of Holies only the 
High Priest himself could enter. The message of the 
Prophets was forgotten: the Scribes and Pharisees held the 
people in fetters until Jesus of Nazareth, reviving in his own 
person the Prophets of his race, broke the yoke of Pharisaism 
and taught a better way. 
“All these things are written for our instruction upon’ 
whom the ends of the world are come.” It is no business 
, of mine to enter upon any dogmatic conclusion. Yet one 
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dogma, if it be a dogma, is the clear and Jecisive result.of 
the- brief narrative which I have tried to sketch. I sakl 
just now that if we were patient with scholarly exegesis and 
textual criticism we should get back something to make 
us love and venerate the Scriptures witha more ‘reasonable 
love and veneration than-was possible to us before. It looks 
as if,in the divine economy of things, the. Jews existed to 
teach us by one sovereign example the real meaning. of 
religion, The two extraordinary features about the‘ Jewish 
creed from beginning to end are, first its monotheign, and. 


second its faith in the indissolubility of religion and com_- 


duct. The second poiut is vastly more important than the 
first.. It might be maintained——it has been maintained— 
that the Jews derived their monotheism.. from, others. but. 
this intimate connection between what a.man- bélieves-and 
what he does, this sacred alliance between’ religion and. . 
ethics, seems to have belonged to Israel from the earlifst 
times. It existed in the nomad faith, it was illustrated with 
magnificent imagery and flashing eloquence by the Prophets. . 
The Israelites forgot it in Canaan, until men like Hosea, - 
Amos, Micah and Isaiah taught it to them again. They forgot 
it when the priests began their unfortunate supremacy. And 
they have to a large extent forgotten it ever since.. Jesus. 
tried to teach them, and they rejected him. . Nevertheless, 
the precious truth remgined enshrined in their old Scriptures, 
so that he who runs might read. The prophets began, and 
many pious and reverent minds continued, to instil the-true 
and lasting elements of all real religion. What doth the: Trond. 
require of thee? To do justice and to love mercy,-and ta. 
walk humbly with thy God. The essence of religign' isthe” 
intimate personal relation between tle individual and. the 
God whom he recognizes—a bond so close and vital that sin 
becomes apostasy, an act of infidelity towards the author. of 
his life‘and the inspirer of his thoughts. 


§ I. Tue Composire Srructtre or THE BIBLE. 
Tur Janvist-ELowist THEORY. 


One of the most certain results of literary criticism is that 
the Bjble is not an unity, but an exceedingly composite 
» structure. There are different strata or layers of narrative, 
different elements coming each from its own source, which 
have -been' welded together by a series of redactions or 
editings. Ancient legends have been utilized and written 
over by later hands; a diorthosis (as it is technically called) 
has taken place: that is to say, the story or prophecy, or what 
nf, bas been accommodated to and regulated by the later 
tradition, If.we ask on what grounds such an analysis is 
justified, the answer rests mainly on the following con- 
siderations. In the first place there is a difference in style, 
sometimes:a difference even in the language (Hebrew, 
_ Aramaic, ete.) which is employed. Tn the second place there 
‘are numerous repetitions. For instance, Abraham twice 
pretends that Sarah is not bis wife, but his sister, in Egypt 
antl in the court of Abimelcch of Ggrar, and there are two 
sombwhat contradictory versions of the Creation, These could 
ae ¢gme. from: the same hand. In the third place there 
are wlifisrences. in point of view, for instance, whether Jeru- 
salem ant Judah or Samaria and the Northern kingdom be 
the main interest of the writer. And Jastly—a consideration _ 
which includes a good many other points besides those already 
mentioned—we know that the faiths of Israel changed, or at 
least were developed, and that what was consistent with one 
phase was Tae nee aoealy consistent with another> The 
noinad faith took a different view of altars from that enter- 
tained by the. peasant religion, when Israel was established 
in Canaan: and the value of Sacrifice was divergently 
. .estémated hy the prophetic and the priestly religion. .

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There are four such strata, previously rgferred to, mish 
may be tabulated thus:

These are arranged for the most part-.in temporal order, 
for the first (J.) is supposed to date somewhere about 850 '2.c., 
in the reign of Jehoshaphat. E. has for its reputed date 750- 
B.C., in the tinie of Jeroboam II, The Deuteronomist clearle 
starts from the reign of Josiah, 621 B.c., while the Priestly 
writer has a large range from 570 B.C. (the end of Ezekiel’s 
activities) to about 440 B.C, (the arrival of Ezra in Jerusalem), 
and probably also to 250 Bc. The process of amalganiat 4 
was something of this sort, J. and E. were welded togéther 
bya redactor or editor (which produces what is called J.38),- 
perhaps by a Deuteronomist, perhaps by a Priestly writere 
But after the date of Ezra it is tolerably clear that an 
extensive revision took place at the hands of P. which occupied | 
the years between 440 and 400 Bc. It was not till some 
time after the Babylonian exile that the writings of the 
Old Testament began to assume their present arrangement. 
The Deuteronomist, who is active during Josiah’s reform,is 
responsible for the Book of Deuteronomy. The Book of the 
Chronicles occupies a special position of its own, because it 
represents a deliverate attempt to rewrite the old memorials 
of the Kings. Probably it is due to the same 
which produced the Books of Ezra and Nehemis 
is quite distinct. It exhibits those half-musical, ag 
expressions which occur in the Book of -Psatni toed, it 
only knows David as a singer of psalms. The object of the 
Chronicler is always “to improve the occasion.”. He .is 
consistently didactic. Thus he gives a reason © why the 
pious Asa became diseased in his feet, why the pious Uz 
became afflicted with leprosy, and the pious: Josiah. Was 
defeated by the heathen Necho. So, too, he seems anxions 
to show why sinners sometimes triumph; how ca ‘came to. 
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pass, for. instancg that.Joash of Israel, who was a heretic, 
could capture Amaziah, described as a true believer, and 
above all, how that peculiarly wicked monarch Manasseh 
could not only have the longest reign of all the Kings 
descended from David, but actually die in peace. These are 
the conscious efforts of an obviously late writer, and ‘some 
would even put the work of the Chronicler as late as 250 B.c., 
during the Greek period. The work of the Jahvist and the 
Elohist is to be seen principally in the Pentateuch, or rather 
the: Hgxateuch (that is to say, the five ‘Books of Moses, 

together with the Book of Joshua). The Jahvist is so called 
because he most consistently uses. the name Jahveh for the 
God-of Israel, while the Elohist prefers El or Elohim. The 
one is translated Jehovah: in our authorized version, the 
other appears as the Lord. 

Let us put the matter dogmatically, for the sake of 
cl@rness. The Jahvist writer emanates from Judea, avd 
represents theludaic point of view. For instance, he makes 
Abraham dwell:in Hebron, not in Beersheba, In the story 
of Joseph he makes Judah, and not Reuben, the spokesman 
of the brothers. [Everywhere he magnifies Moses, and puts 
the North Israelitish figure of Aaron and the Ephraimite 
Joshua very much in the background. On the contrary, the 
Elohist narrative seems to have come from the Northern 
kingdom, and its author to have beeg an Ephraimite. The 
ancient holy places, such as Bethel, Shechem, and above all, 
Beersheba, are the central points of his narrative. Abraham 
is brotighé not to the Judean town of Hebron, but to Beer- 
sheba. Ephraim is the truc heir of Joseph, Reuben is the 
tribal leader among the sons of Jacob, and Joseph is a royal 
figure, blest of heaven in his descendants in the Northern 
kingdom. But if we are to compare the two writers, there 
can be no question that J. is a good deal the more picturesque 
and literary, J. excels in delineating life and character and 
the -painting of a scene. While E, makes God speak out of 
Heaven, J. makes God come down upon earth and move " 
freely among his creatures, as in the second and third 

~ chapters of Genesis, Let.any reader peruse, let us say, the 
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24th chapter of Genesis, in which is described the wooing of 
Rebekah by the intermediary of Abraham’s steward, Here 

is a charming narrative full of Eastern colour and yet.quite 
simple. There is no particular characterization, still less is 
there of psychological analysis. But for vivid descriptive 
power, and an eye for atmospheric effects, the recital is an: 
admirable example .of J.’s power. So, too, is the dialogue - 
between Jahveh and the patriarch in reference to the _ 
destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah,’and the interview. | 
between Joseph and his brethren. I have selected a number. 
of passages from J. because he is above all the literary artiste 
E, is not much inferior, but he has not the same assured: and 
delicate literary touch, and he is anxious to make out the , ¢ 
best case for the Ephraimites and the Northern kingdom. 
The Priestly writer (P.) is quite stereotyped in. expression, 
quite formal, and with a constant pre-occupation with the: - 
Torah and the ordinances of the Law. J.E. taken togeth\r 
are distinctly prophetical in character—and J. is especially> _ 
anxious to explain the origins of things, such as the division 

- of the sexes, the cause of evil, marriage, ete.—and there- -. 
fore anticipate prophets like Amos and Micah and ‘Isaiah. *.- 
The characteristics of P’ are partly theocratic, partly. - 
liturgical, and throughout represent the formal organization 
of Hebraism as a ceremonial religion. J. again is the main 
element in the Books of Samuel.

§ IIL. Te Oricins or Hepraic CULTURE IN BaBYLON. 


Tv is not too much to say that modern excavations in 
Babylonia have revolutionized our conceptions of the early 
hist6ry of the Jews. The general supposition in the eight- 
eonth century was that the Old Testament was the earliest 

availabe record of civilization in the East, and that the 
Hebrews represented the earliest civilized nationality. Since 
the. discoveries of Dr. George Smith, Mr. de Morgan, Mr. 
Boscaiven and others in Babylonia, those of Mr. Petrie and 
Dr: Budge in Egypt, and the subsequent deductions which have 
been drawn from them, no other conclusion is possible than 
thet the Hebrews were quite a young race compared with the 
Babylonians and the Egyptians. Chronology carries back the 
‘beginnings of civilization to dates previous to 5000 B.c.: 
indeed, the estimated date of the foundation of the Temple 
of Bel at Nippur is put before 6000 .c. Of these two great 
~ early -civilizations, the Babylonian and the Egyptian, it is 
curious to‘observe that the former had far greater influence 
on the Hebrews than the latter. If we had only the stories — 
in Genesis and Exodus to go by, we should naturally imagine 
~ that the Hebrews must have learnt a good deal during their ~ 
residence in Egypt. But it is not so. There are not many 
‘evidéentes “tonnecting the early Israelite faith with the 
- Egyptian. To take only one instance. There are no Angels 
in the Egy>tian theology, and the Angels and Messengers of 
Jahveh appear constantly in the Old Testament. Babylonia, 
however, exercised a steady, potent and enduring influence 
upon the Israelites, almost from the beginning to the end of 
their national history. - 

-As early as about 2250 B.c. there existed, according to the 
results of archeological study, on the Euphrates and Tigris, 
a highly-developed culture in the Babylonian Lowland, a 

district about the size of Italy. Earlier than this date we 
15 
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move.only amongst mists. . But. we kno vaguely: that. in 
this same Lowland there first existed a primeval race, neither 
Indo-germanic nor Semitic, which we call the Sumerians. or 
the “ Accadians.” To them succeed the Semitic Babylonians, 
with whom history first concerns itself from 3800 B.c.

Hammurabi, the contemporary of Abraham, supposed to 
appear under the name Amraphel, King. of Shinar, in that 
strange fourteenth chapter of Genesis, in which Abraham is 
depicted as a warrior fighting with powerful Kings fom the 
East. Now Hammurabi was the author of a code of\Lar7>— 
known by his name, and in this code we find énactmente-: 
precisely similar to those embodied in the- Laws of Moses.) ” 
When the Israelites were only a nomad race,- Babylonia. : 
was a civilized country, with a definite Se ree 
political and social life, with a civil code, with “peculiar ~ a 
writing which wo find on the cunciform inscriptions; with’ 
astronomical knowledge and a considerable artistic devélop- 
ment. When we dixide the Zodiac into twelve signs and call’. 
them the Bull, the Twins, the Ram, etc. when we divide weed 
circle into 360°, the howtr into 60 minutes and..the minute.- 
into 60 seconds, we are doing what the Leben did about. : 
5000 years ago.

work on Babylonian Historfy. Babylonia was especially the 
land of floods, the alluvial Yowlands along the course of all 
great rivers discharging into the sea being usually subject to: 

: cyclones, tornadoes and deluges. The Babylonian Noah, 
_calléd Xisuthros or Ut-napightim, receives a command from

stantly falling into idolatry. They borrowed the superstitions 
_of the Canaanites, and later on were exposed to the many 
gods of Babylon. 

‘No one, however, who reads the Creation story and the 
deluge story, first in the Babylonian tablets and then in the 
Book of Genesis, can doubt that the yersions current among 
the Jews were inspired by a purer and loftier spirit. We 
cannot, ay ‘as much for the ordinary conditions of social life. 

- Thesposition of woman was much higher in Babylon than it 
was among the Jews. Woman was admittedly inferior in 
Isragl. Ovtginally the property of her parents, she becomes 
later on the property of her husband, and she is incompetent 

. to take part in the practice of religious worship. The story 
that she was taken out of the rib of Adam while he slept, is 
undoubtedly intended to illustrate woman’s dependent and 
subordinate position.

Agains 
practice of necromancy Isaiah sternly set his face—one 
find texts against our modern spiritualism in his chapters, 
For instance (viii. 19), “And when they shall say unto'you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar spirits and unto. the 
widards, that chirp and that mutter: should not a people 
seck unto their God? On behalf of the-living should they. 
seek unto the dead?” (Revised Version.) He does not.

Zion. Modern scholarship will not allow us to atesate

with the fortieth chapter we get what is called. the. Sec

years “afterwards, and, perhaps, a third Tsaiah, from ehaj 
lvi., with writings composed after the return from. exil 
With such matters as these, however, we have. no present. 
need to concern ourselves. The Isaiah who lived inthe reign” 
of Ahaz and Hezekiah, and who, as tradition states, was Sait - 
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asunder in the reign of Manasseh, was at once a splendid - 
patriot anda moralistaf the highest type. He upheld the 
fortunes of his countrf*m™i her darkest hour, and clothed his: 
exhortations in language of immortal poetry, I think that he, 

as a-writer, was always attracted by the phenomena of sound, - 

Storm and hurricane, the fury of waves, the sound of many” 
“waters and battling winds, are always echoing through his 
yerses, And the ideal he sought to put before his country- 
Men: was an ideal of righteousness, simplicity of life, and 
faith in a God of universal sovereignty—a God for ever 
: present among his people under the title Immanuel, 


§ VI. Isaian AND THE PropHETic RELIGION. 








ConsIDERABLE importance is to be attributed “to Isaiah's 
theology, especially as it throws light upon that propheti¢ 
religion which stands in such clear contrast with the priestly, 
religion. It will be remembered that the religious ‘faith of 
Tsrael passed through three or four different phases. :..! 
have in the first place a faith, in many respel Ss 
simple, but emphasizing on the whole that union o£: 
and social duty with such theological dogmas’ as wet 
accepted, which is throughout the characteristi¢ -t& £ 
Hebraism. ‘To that succeeds a faith practised when the 
twelve tribes settled in Canaan and here and’ there adopted. 
some of the tenets which they found existing. in the 
Promised Land. Then comes the religion of the Prophets, 

- yeturning to the simple elements of the early nomad: faith. 
‘And in the last place we have an ecclesiastical religion, 
commencing with the reforms of Josiah and the discovery . 
of Deuteronomy, but carried out in detail after’ the. return. 
from the exile to Babylon. Now by the. prophetic religion 
% ye mean mainly that which was inculeated by such Prophets 
as Amos, Hosea, Isaiah and Micah, and whi pied 
the eighth century, a hundred years before thatetatma! 100, 
of Josiah. During the eighth century and: éarlier. the: 
religion of Israel was closely bound up with the worship of 
the High Places. Jahveh was worshipped as & kind ‘of. Focal” 
Baa’, the Jord or owner of the sacred spot dedicated, , 
There were various symbols of his sovereignty.: 
monest was a stone pillar, sometimes a rude, unshaped lock, 
called“ Massebah.” In the worship of these local sanctuaries 
the blood or oil of the sacrifice was smeared upon the stand, 
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and tribal. feasts were held,-such as may be found in Judges 
ix.,27, 1 Samuel ix. 12-25, and 1 Samuel xx. 6. Apart 
.from the stone. symbol there was also the sacred pole, called — 
“Asherab,” the sacred tree (whether terebinth or poplar), 
referred to over and over again in the history of Abraham, 
and’ sometimes the sacred spring. - The reformation. in 
' Josiah’s reign in 621 B.c., resulting in the Book of Deuter- 
onomy,. suppressed all these local sanctuaries, and made 
Jerusalem. the only centre of worship. Inasmuch as the 
- Book of Kings was written under the Deuteronomic influ- 
ence, we .find over and over again rebukes addressed to the 
Kings who tolerated High Places. But in the eighth century, 
when-Amos, Hosea and Isaiah were living, no protest was 
‘made against the stone symbol, or the sacred pole, or the use 
of. thé ephod (the plated image of Jahveh), or the Teraphim - 
‘(ancestral images). The prophets were not concerned with 
- ‘points like these, because tribal festivals and high places formed 
part of the normal religious life in the days of Samuel and 
David onward. Isaiah denounces, it is true, the necromancer, 
but not the soothsayer. What the prophet was especially 
anxious to destroy was abnormal religious practice, foreign 
sages, borrowed from the Philistines or from the East. The 
other portion of the prophetic protest was directed against 
~ the. priests. Isaiah draws for us a terrible picture of a 
drunken priesthood, just as Hosea giyes us a still more 
terrible recital of the murdering gangs of priests in Shechem 
‘or Gilead, who lay in wait for the pilgrims. No foreign 
“cultas,-n0 debased priesthood, but a return to the simplicity 
- ‘of nomad times and the worship of Jahvch—these were the 
chief notes of the prophetic utterance. And, throughout, 
morality, the morality of ordinary life, was proclaimed as the 
only real proof of a true religion. 
_.When, however, the Northern kingdom and Judah were 
both threatened by the vast empires on either side of them, 
«Assyria on the east, Egypt on the south-west, to say nothing 
of Syria, the notion of a tribal god was in peculiar danger. 
According ‘to, the usages of the time, if the tribe or the nation 
_je-averwhelmed by a foreign nation, its own god was over- 
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 whelmed by the god belonging to the conquierord, af Terael 
--and Judah were defeated by the armies of Sargon and Sema- 
cherib, their god also was held to suffer a like condtiest: 
How did the prophets meet this problem? Amos, whose. 
activity was in the Northern kingdom, solved the difficulty. 
by the assertion that. Jahveh was more than local. “and - 
national, that his sovereignty was an universal. sover ignty. 
It was not only the fact that Jahveh had brought. the. 
Israelites out of Egypt, but he was also the Lord of the 
Universe, the Deity who made the great lights fe 
the God of the whole world. Inasmuch as Jahveh. was a 
righteous ruler, he claimed from men that they too should be-: 
righteous, and a merely ceremonial worship that ignored: th 
claims of morality was absolutely valueless. - Hogea’s: Sonti 
bution to this question was of a rather’ different = 
Hosea lays stress on the unfaithfulness of Israel 
God whose relation to them might be described either ab that 
of a husband to a wife or of a father toa son. And-thé one’ 
constant note is the necessity for “ lovingkindness,” the cty 
which a man owes to God, and the duty which he equ 
to his neighbour. As contrasted with Amos, Hosea eats: 
sized the divine love, while Amos laid stress upon the diving: 
righteousness. 

“Isaiah, succeeding to these previous messages, carried theca 
both to a higher plane. Jahveh is indeed an universal God. 
It is he who makes forcign despots instruments of his wrath, 
Assyria, for instance, is “the mace” of Jahveh’s anger, and. 
the same tone is heard in all the so-called « burdens ”. 
oracles dealing with Moab, Damascus, Ethiopia an 
Because the Universal God desired to have a reight 
eousness on earth he could punish those who dese 
just as he could reward those who trusted in him, And, 
like Hosea, Isaiah’s burning words are full of the cong pti 
of divine outraged love, witness the lament over the faith: als 
city of Sion, which had now become a harlot (Isaiah i: 21).. 
Indeed, Isaiah carries out the ethical conception” of, the 
Godhead toa far greater extent than most of the prophets... 
God is the Holy One of Israel. God is a spiritual Being-the 
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oak ‘absoluta, invincible Spirit of the whole’ earth,” in 
_-Fesponse to whose ‘ordinances the various peoples of the eartli” 
conquer or fail. In‘similar fashion, because the prophet will” 
have nothing to do with various intermediaries between 
Jahveh and his people, the duty of faith, of personal trust, is 
constantly insisted upon. And this faith in the divine Power 
vand Presence is expressed in the name Immanuel, “God with 
usa perpetual watchword of Isaiah to his countrymen, 
- even at the darkest moment of their fortunes. So gradually 
--we' get formed the lineaments of the highest, because most, 
‘spiritual. and most personal, religion to which the Jews. 
“attained. . Apparently it was too rare and too pure a form 6éf 
-faith*to endure, though it left itself not without witness in 
“much later times, when Jesus of Nazareth revived the 
spiritual and moral fervour of the prophets. But the interval 
“4s fled with the formal, priestly religion, which built its 
‘fabri? of ceremonial duty on the Law. 
“Of course, the religion of Isaiah had its limitations, It is 
not. possible to assert that Isaiah’s monotheism excluded a 
“belief in lower deities. The deities of other nations had a 
‘kind of life of their own, yet they are described as purely 
secondary and shadowy beings, mere nothings, the work of 
‘men’s-hands. The great day of the Lord, the Day of Judg- 
ment, ‘will finally get rid of these phantoms. So, too, the 
real Isaiah, as apart from the deutero-Isaiah and the trito- 
Isaiah, does not extend his vision beyond the confines of 
earth, or even the times in which he lived. The Day of the 
Lord,:the rule in righteousness of David's son, the age of the 
*" Messiah, do not belong to the remote future, because Isaiah 
was especially anxious to bring some present help to his 
‘sorely ‘distressed countrymen. Here is the great contrast 
between ‘the: prophet of Jcrusalem and the Apocalyptic 
‘teaching. which begins many years after him (certainly not 
‘earlier than the fourth century), Probably “as late as 250 
B.C.-some time in what is called the Greek Period, there was 
“a systematic revision of the prophetic writings on the basis 
‘of the dogmatic system of later Judaism, including the 
_apocalyptic. hopes and expectations, of which we find so 
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much illustration in the Book of Daniel. Jsaiah’s. edeliat- 
ology is not of this type. The year 701 B.C, when Semm- 
_cherib, invading Judah, retired without being able. to effect 
the conquest of Jerusalem, is the immediate inspiration of 
-Isaiah’s highest hopes. 


§ VII. “ Wispom” Literature AND THE HeLLenic Spirit, 


- THE books which constitute the Wisdom Literature of the 
- Bible are Proverbs, the Book of Koheleth (Ecclesiastes), and. 
the Book-of Job. If we add books outside the established 
- eanon, we should have to include in this list the Wisdom of: 
Jesus, the son of Sirach (or Ecclesiasticus), and the Wisdom 
of Solomon, If ever the Hebraic spirit got near to formal 
philosophy it was in these books, for here are old-world 
probjems discussed, not so much in relation to a given 
creed.as in reference to some of the fundamental conditions 
of human thought. Yet the first thing almost which strikes 
the reader is that they do not constitute a philosophy at 
all; or, if the word must be used, it is a philosophy quite 
alien from that range of metaphysics in which Hellcnism set 
the example to European nations. For however much the . 
problems discussed may be such eternal riddles as the mean- 
ing of human life, the reality of Providence, the justice of 
providential rule, the distribution of happiness and un- 
happiness, and incidentally the end of life, the treatment in 
each case is subordinated to a particular practical purpose, 
and umde a vehicle for edification rather than enlightenment. 
Take “the end of lifey’ for instance. This question is dis- 
‘cussed-vy Plato, Aristotle and others who are imbued with 
the Hellenistic spirit, as something which has to be decided 
in terms of reason so as to become acceptable to reasonable 
creatures. In Hebraic literature the end is not argued about,” 
“put assumed, The idea of the end of life precedes and 
regulates all the inquiry, instead of coming as the last link 
in a chain of logical arguments. In the books of the Old 
Testament already referred to there is no definite and formal 


, attempt to pursue knowledge for its own sake. The object 
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is Guite different. It is rathior' to spice thai Fotis of inind 
which shall recognize that the fear of the Lord is the *be-_ 
ginning of wisdom. “Wisdom,” in short, as the Hebrews: 
understood it, is the end of all philosophy: wisdom, a 
practical concern, a way of living, an undeviating and- un- 
questioning faith, a blind acceptance of the reality of God, 
in the teeth of many logical difficulties, 

To any one accustomed to the dialogues of Plato or to the 
ethics of Aristotle, almost the first thing which strikes the 
reader of Job and of Ecclesiastes is the formlessness of. the: 
books, There is no fecling for form. The notion of alogical : 
advance from point to point, in order to establish a conclusion 
based on the evidence thus acquired, does not seem to re-. 
commend itself to the Hebrew thinker. On the contrary,: 
his arguments go backwards and forwards, involvitig'a-great, 
deal of what we should term unnecessary tepet 
perhaps more frequently than not supplying’ a rhet Heal: 
answer to an intellectual difficulty. It was not the pro eb - 
of the Jew to enlarge the sphere of intellect, and 
life solely as the intellect might direct. It was rat 
province to teach the absolute importance of conducé;?®: f 
the very earliest times Jahveh, even by the nomad tribésef- 
Arabia, was regarded as a God arranging the ‘detail y 
ordinary life, quite as much as the object of theif ctetd,- 
Some of the Greek thinkers recognize no difference betwéett" 
ethics and politics, the latter being merely the former “ writ’ 
large” in the body of a State. The Jew recognized no real: 
difference between intellectual and ethical disciplina The 
religion which dictated ceremonial opservances was. 
main inspirer of human virtue and the ultimate: 
social conditions. Hence wisdom is not prinat 
wisdom, but Breit! uo an the ¥ 


















greacest emphasis totally donied. Let us look at the first: 
nine chapters of Proverbs, and we shall find this specifi ily’ 
Hebrew wisdom characterized in detail. The fear’of God‘is’ 
its beginning, the fear of God is its goal. It teaches‘ not 
metaphysical knowledge, but a godly life. - And hei 5 
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in the eighth chapter of Proverbs wisdom is personified, as 
it were, as the first creation of God, helping the divine 
Author, co-operating with him in the work of creation. 
There is an obvious contrast between the Book of Proverbs 
and the other two books which belong to this department. 
“Proverbs” represents Hebraic thought in its more sunny 
aspect. It does not go very deep, but it gives admirable, 
though somewhat superficial, advice in many of the concerns 
of life. Job and Ecclesiastes are built up on different lines, 
Sob is infinitely the nobler work of the two, the product of 
more thoughtful and more serious brains. It is, indeed, the _ 
finest ower, the summit and crown of Hebraic thought. But ° 
the total result of Job and Ecclesiastes is much the same— 
unless, indeed, we suppose in the latter case, as some critics 
have supposed, that the writer veiled his scepticism under 
certain compromises with the existing creed. Let us take 
” the BSok of Koheleth first. Its object is obviously to obtain 
an igterpretation of the world, and also rules for practical life, 
quite.apart from tradition. Although the author finds that 
it is impossible for him to avoid the implications of tradition, 
he starts, at all events, from the basis of observation and 
experience. And what is the result of his observation and 
experience? It is saddening, pessimistic, despairing. Every- 
where in Nature we find movement, but a movement which 
effects nothing. The rivers go on running into the sea, but 
the sea is not full, The rain comes down from the clouds, 
and is then sucked up again by the heat of the sun, and the 
process, is eternally repeated. We cannot discover any end 
in all this. Phenomena recur, but there is no progress, 
The sanfe thing holds true of the activity of man. He builds 
up, and the man who follows him destroys. He puts before 
himself the ideal of gratifying every desire, and he finds that 
the. happiness for which he is searching is a will-o’-the-wisp. 
Desiré itself perishes at the moment of fruition, Death 
comes at the last to cancel all hopes. Nor yet can a com- 
bination of+men effect more than a single individual. The 
object of all states is to reward excellence, to encourage 
virtue, to establish prosperity. But merit is generally dis- 
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regarded—at all events, unrewarded. “Slow rises worth by 
poverty oppressed.” There is no such thing in real lite as 
the justice of which poets dreamed. We may even go further 
than this. We may say that Accident, Chance is the ruler of 
life, The royal thinker who was determined to trust to his 
observation and experience comes at the last to this lament- 
able conclusion, that the only hypothesis to explain the world 


is that it is the creation of Chance. Shall we say, then, with ” 


some religious thinkers, that however perplexing may be the 
issues of mundane existence, there is to be another world 


which is to set all difficulties right? That is not a solution - 


which recommends itself to Koheleth. Indeed, he rejects it * 


with some scorn. Why should man be held to be better 


. 


than animals? Why should his spirit endure, when we know _ 


that the breath of the brutes ceases when death comes’: 
How are we to frame any rules of life based on: auch a 
dreary philosophy ? Here comes the most astonishing part 


of the book, that aspect of it which illustrates almost.better. 


than anything else the tenacity with which the Hebrew clung 


to his original creed. First of all we get a purely Cyrenaic . 
doctrine. A certain amount of pleasure is to be got out of | 


life, however aimless it seems to be. It is pleasant-to live.in 


the sunlight. Some of our appetites can be gratified with 


ease and pleasure. Life must not be taken too seriously. 
However hopeless the outlook, let a man be content with 
each day as it comes, derive from it such good as it can offer, 
and at all events preserve a cheerful face, There is a touch 


here of Aristippus and Epicurus, and more than apassing’ ° 


resemblance to Omar Khayydm. .But whereas men like 
these, having suggested pessimistic principles, desir’ to carry 
them out to their “logical conclusion, the author of Ecclesiastes 
will not have a word said to impugn the reality of God.~ In 
his head might reign the Greek spirit: in his heart yas the 
sou. of a Jew. The philosophy of Kant exhibited very much 
the same phenomenon. According to the philosopher. of 
Kénigsberg, pure reason could never prove the ‘existence of 
God, any more than it could prove the immortality of the 


soul, or the existence of a world of metaphysical truth, 
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Nevertheless, the practical reason cannot do its proper work 
without these postulates. There must be a God, there must 
be immortality, there must be a real world: or else ethics 
become impossible. So, too, Koheleth, with his Epicurean 
philosophy, with his voice of despair, with his intellectual 
realization that Chance rules the world and not Reason, yet 
never dares to question the existence of God. Sometimes 
one-detects a note in his thought which is almost repellent. 
His religion apparently docs not help him to solve any of his 
troubles, but he is very keenly conscious that divine things 
may be a source of actual peril toa man, You are to walk 
- carefully when you approach the House of God, say as little 
as you can when you are there, walk warily, be afraid. But 
_ ‘that is not his best attitude. The better temper appears in 
his concluding verses, which, indeed, prove better than any- 
thingglse the triumphant power and authority of the Jewish 
_ temperament based ona long and definite teaching. Whatever 
che dares to think abuut the world and about man, the author 
does not dare to utter any words of scepticism in reference 
to Divinity. God exists, and tho fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom. 
_ Now, apart from all the differences involved in style and 
manner of treatment, this is precisely the result of the Book 
of Job. The intellect rebcls, but faith remains constant, 
We cannot sce our way along the thorny paths, but we must 
believe where we cannot prove. If a Greek thinker had had 
the problems of the Book of J ob to discuss, we feel at once 
how diferent would have been his treatment. He would 
have applied analysis te some of the conceptions, such as 
those of “virtue,” “happiness,” “sin,” of which the book is 
full, He would have asked, if confronted with the question 
_ hoy. it comes to pass that a good man may suffer calamity 
_and aa evil man may prosper, what we precisely meant by 
such words as prosperity and suffering? Do we mean mefely 
the temporal loss of earthly happiness? Do we mean by 
prosperity only the possession of the good things of life? 
Or are we confusing in this matter the two different domains 
wf spirit and flesh and the gratifications which belong to 
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each? Spiritual success may be quite possible, even in the 
midst of material failure. The problem, at all events, cannot 
be decided by merely external signs. We want to know” 
a great deal more about the condition of the good man and 
the bad man respectively before we can settle the doubt as 
to which of the two is the happier. But analysis is not the 
strong point of the Book of Job. The Jewish thinker attacks 
his subject in quite a different way, with a dramatic -and 
imaginative framework and profuse rhetorical eloquence. ‘To 
some extent the writer is under the dominion of purely” 
Jewish ideas ; but also, because he is an entirely honest man, 
and through the mouth of Job constantly repeats that it is 
nothing but hypocrisy to distort obvious facts, he has written ~ 
a book which is quite as much modern as it is ancient... - 
He approaches his theme dramatically, The" picturé is 
drawn for us of the wealthy head of a great family of tribe, 
a sort of Bedouin Prince honoured and respected by every. - 
one, a man of sincerity and benevolence. It is very easy for. 
such a man to be good, is the sncer of Satan, Doth Job 
serve God for naught? Why, every day testimony is borne 
of the benefits which accrue to the man who is a ® father to” 
the poor,” who “causes the widow’s heart to sing for joy.” How: 
shall the value of this goodness be tested? Satan is allowed 
to take away all his possessions, to deprive him of his family, 
and finally even to afflict Job himself with a loathsome 
discase, in order to discover whether his virtue is part of 
himself or merely an outward covering, a thing of cireum- 
stance, due to ease and unchallenged prosperity. “So the 
problem is put before us, the problem of a good man suddenly 
confronted with disaster, to whom his wife, with quick~pétu- . 
lance, recommends the casy solution, “Cursé God and die.” 
Job's faith is not of this pattern. The two elements of ,his 
character which are constantly put before us are, first, his 
unaeviating confidence in God ; secondly, his determination to 
plead his cause before Him, “Though He slay me, yet willI - 
trust in Him; but I will maintain mine own ways before 
Him.” For Job is a straightforward man, and he will not 
play the hypocrite, He has done the best he can with-him~. 
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self in life, and extended the range of his benefits as far as 
possible. He is not going to under-rate his claims; he is not 
going to admit. for one single moment that he has been a 
sinner, And here opens for us the real value of the Book of 
Job. We have called it both ancient and modern. It is 
modern because it deals with a problem which is just as alive 
- for us as it ever was in the centuries before the Christian era. 
It is ancient because it is full of the persistent ideas and 
equally persistent prejudices of the Jewish mind. The 
earliést religious view is undoubtedly that if God is a just 
Judge, He will bring a man’s fortunes into more or less 
correspondence with his goodness of character. If he is good, 
“he will flourish ; if he is cvil, he will be cut down. The 
- Pgalins are full of this idea ; and, indeed, the whole significa- 
tion of the priestly revision of the historical books proceeds 
“on the assumption that Isracl was punished because Israel 
had‘sinned. Such a crade and primitive idea, which unfor- 
tunately is very largely prevalent among other faiths than 
the Hebrew, breaks down in contact with actual experience. 
If the Almighty sends His rain upon desert places quite as 
much as on fruitful lands, it is also plain that He showers 
His benefits equally on the just and on the unjust. Or, in’ 
other words, men of common-sense and practical wisdom can 
build up a great amount of external prosperity for them- 
sélves, whether they are moral or no, for the simple reason 
that the conditions of success are wholly independent of 
ethical considerations. The teaching of Christ took a broader 
view,as is proved by His remark in reference to those on 
whom the Tower of Siloam fell, They were not, He declares, 
sinners beyond all other men because they had suffered such 
things. But.the strange and interesting thing is that the 
Book of Job teaches the same lesson. Here is Job,a pattern 
finan, a devout worshipper, a just ruler, a kindly master and 
friend, He loses all his property, and is himself afflicted with 
a horrible malady. His friends come and tell him that he 
richly deserved everything he had got, and Job answers with 
_inereasing irritation that they are miserable counsellors, 
because their judgment is false. If he suffered more than 
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other men, it was not because he was wickeder than other 
- men. Then comes the intervention of Elihu, which, at all 
events, suggests here and there the deep truth which the old 
Greek dramatists had discovered, that suffering has an 
educative power, that it is not purposeless, that it does not 
belong to an irrational universe, but has some far-off, dimly- 
discerned, divine end. But when Jehovah comes on the 
scene, He makes no answer at all to Job’s questions. On the 
contrary, He asks questions Himself. Who is Job that he 
dares to interrogate his Maker? God is inscrutable, and His 
ways past finding ont. And so the book ends on a. lesson of 
modesty—something like the moral of Isaiah, that the potter. 
works as he will, and that the thing he moulds is no critic of 
his designs. crete Het 
But if the problem of the Book of Job is the question. 
which has beset men in all ages, modern as well as. ancient . 
—the question how to explain the existence of evil—the- 
treatment of it is distinctly tinged with Jewish modes -of 
thought. In the first place, modern ages have taught’ us to 
magnify the importance of the individual, But the attitude 
of the Hebrew writer is that the individual is of absolutely no 
consequence whatsoever, The Almighty uses the things He. 
has made in whatever fashion pleases Him, Men can be 
turned into instruments of wrath, as well as agents of safety 
and health, A great deal of modern speculation indignantly - 
refuses to accept such a point of view. It believes (which 
certainly the writer of the Book of Job did not believe) that 
man has a perfect right to ask the why and the wherefere of: 
his brief and perturbed existence. But, there is also another- 
and a deeper reason why the Book of Job is formed en-a 
pattern which does not appeal to some thinkers~ It is called 
a, philosophical work; but it does not believe in knowledge: 
as an end in itself. It distinctly says that metaphysical 
speculetion cannot arrive at any definite conclusions. The- 
real knowledge is “ Wisdom,” as the Jews understood the. 
term ; that is to say, the performance of duty, the revelation - 
that, whatever may or may not be true with regard to the 
ultimate elements and seercts of life, there is a certain. piece’ 
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of work which man is ordained to accomplish, and which ke™ 
roust execute according to the best of his ability. . 
Indeed, one of the most curious features in the history of - 
the Jew is his steady and earnest repudiation of the Greek , 
culture. “Cursed is the man who allows his son to learn 
Grecian wisdom,” says the Talmud. Or, as it is put by 
Jewish poet, “Go not near the Grecian wisdom: it has no 
fruit, but only blossoms.” The second quotation reveals 
the real source of the objection which the Hebrews felt to 
Hellenic culture. It had no immediate operative influence 
on life ;. it did-not teach the science of conduct, because the | 
intellect to which it trusted is a powerful instrument with 
" many effects, but none of them necessarily of an ethical kind, 
It is curious to discover that many definite attempts were 
made at a certain period of history to subject the Jew to 
* Heljenistic influences, but they were uniformly unsuccessful, 
Those who are interested in the point can peruse the first 


\. chapter of Mr. G. F. Abbott's valuable work, Isvracl in 


Europe, in which this particular contrast between Hebraism 
and Hellenism occupies the author’s attention.’ In 198 Bc. 
~ Palestine passed under the sway of the Greco-Syrian Seleu- 
cids, who began a policy of forcible assimilation, the worst of 
“all policies to adopt with the Jew. The Egyptian monarchs 
were tolerant, the Syrian kings were violent, but neither 
succeeded in reconciling the Hebrew to the ways of the 
Gentile. The splendid heroism of the Maccabees was only 
one indication of the stubborn resistance offered to Hellen- 
izing*influences. Often the Court party temporized with 
the Hellenistic movament. The Sadducees represented a, 
party who among the Jews themselves adopted liberal modes 
of thought. But they had no chance with the more genuine 
elerients among the Hebrews. The Pharisees would have 
nothing to do with Hellenic culture, still less, of course, the 
. Essenes; and the anti-Greek section of the people, whé were 
termed the “Pious” (Chassidim or Assideans), regarded, as 
Mr. Abbott says, with the deepest misgiving the inroad of all 
foreign customs, whether of lite or of thought. 
1 Israel in Europe, by G. F. Abbott (Macmillan, 1907). 
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The conclusion of the Book of Job, which some have found” 
so unsatisfactory, is really to be explained by considerations 
dependent on this broad contrast between Jew and Greek. 
“When at last Job obtains his wish, and has the opportunity 
of pleading his cause before God, he has not a word to say. 
He had before been perfectly convinced of the justice of. his 
own position, and more than a little troubled as to the- 
apparent injustice of the Divine Providence. Although he, 
no more than any of the other Hebrews of the time, had 
anything but the vaguest idea of a life after death, yet he 
strenuously believed that there would arise some avenger 
after him, some one to put his cause aright. But God answers 
Job out of the whirlwind, and Job is reduced to silence, The 
theophany is so overwhelming that an individual cause is, 
wholly obliterated by its splendour, But if we ask how the: 
theophany explains the problem, the answer is certainly ot 
wholly clear. For there is no solution of the given problem. i 
There is only the repeated assertion that God is the author < 
of a wonderful universe, in which the rights of the individual 
sink to insignificance. That is the true attitude of the Jewish — 
mind, and is valuable for this very reason. Job is told to look 
at the larger scheme of the universe. Every man in grief ‘is > 
naturally inclined to over-rate the importance of his own 
personality, “There is no suffering like my suffering,” Ke is - 
apt to say; “there is no such salient instance of the injustice 
of the world.” How can such a selfish attitude be cured ? 
Only, the Book of Job would seem to suggest, by raising one’s 
eyes to the hills, by thinking of the bigger things, by taying . 
to understand an universal scheme in which the individual.. 
plays his part indeed, but a wholly subordinate and, perhaps, j 
ineffective part. In some such fashion we may interpret to~ 
ourselves the magnificent rhetoric with which this ancient 
piece of literature concludes, remembering at the same time» 
that there is a hint throughout that the sufferings of Job are * 
in no sense final, but only designed as a test of his integrity. 
Moreover, the substantial rectitude of his life is vindicated at 
the close. His friends are reproved and punished for their 
narrow views—the ordinary narrow view which links suffer- * 
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ing to sin as effect to cause—while the hero himself is 
restored to all his former prosperity. As we saw before in the 
case of Ecclesiastes, so we see still more plainly here, that it 


is the faith of the Hebrew which is the one over-mastering 


element in his character, the great spiritual force by. means 
of which he conquers the world.

PREHISTORIC PERIOD, Genesis I1.—XI, 


. The Creation.—The Hebraic cosmogony was, with but little doubi, derived 
: _ From the Babylonian myths. Mr. George Smith's epoch-making discovery 
(1872-1876) of tablets in the Library of Assurbanipal in Nineveh proves 
“that this was the ultimate, if not the immediate, sowree, The contents of 
: the tablets are very old, far older than the Book of Genesis, older even. than 
. the oldest elements of Genesis, Berossus, a Babylonian pricst (300 B.0.), also 
gives us some details, 
In the tablets we sead u sort of epic poem, tn which the triumph of Marduk , 
© (Merodach, Jer. 1. 2), Babylun’s supreme god, is recorded, Marduk has @ 
combat with Tiamat, or Chaos, dividing her into two portions, the 4 om 
yortion to form the heavens, and the lower part (so Berossus says) to form, 
the carth. He then made the sun and the moon, and cpportioned the years 
- and months. Then he mukes man. 


My blood will T bake, and bone (I will fashion] 
ZT will make man that mon mayo. , 
r T will evcate man who shall inhabit [the earth}. 
[See L. W. King, “ The Seven Tablets of Creation” (1902).} 


How this Babylonian myth (which is, of course, full of polytheistic details, 
as compared with the Hebrew monotheism), was introduced among the 
Hebrews is uncertain. There were inuny links of association between the é 
nomad Israclites and Mesopotimia [ef. legend of Abraham at Ur of the~ 
Chalidees (Gen, xi. 28)}, «nd in all probability Babylonian influences were 
strong in Canaan before the Israelites entercd the land. There, perhaps, the 
early traditions were assimilated, It is unlikely that the story could have 
‘been derived as Inte as the Babylonian e, though, of course, the Priestly 
‘toriter edited the oldor legends after the time of Ezra, But the assimilation 
of-an alien myth, and its naturalization among the Israelites, must have: 
taken some time, The El-Amaraa tablets (1400 3.0.) prove the early 
relations between Babylerta and Canaan.

The oldest has 
no knowledge of the Deluge, und seens to believe that Cain is the ancestral 
father afler Paradise. The second hus the Deluge as its central feature. 

So far as the relation with the first chapter of Genesis is concerned, J. is much 
more human, nore dramatic than P. The order of creation is different, 
the ave is different, and the representation of Deity is different.

The Deluge.—Geologicad scicnce will have nothing to sey to an universal 
deluge such as the Biblical account seems to indicate. Immense cosmical 
changes took place long before man appeared on the surface of the globe, but 
no such general submersion after he had appeared. The geographical dis- 
tribution both of men and animals forbids any such supposition. There 
may have been « partial deluge, and we know that Babylonia was subject. 
te inundations, but that is not what the writer of Genesis appears to hae. 
in his mind. : 

Flood-storics ave common enough in other nations—especially in America 
dndia and Australia, and, of course, Greece hus its Deucalion’s deluge, 
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Greck philosophers and others have sought the origin of things in water. 
. But we cannot argue from facts like these to the truth of a@ narrative suck 
as is found in Genesis. “ B 

The Babylonian story of the Flood was found by George Smith in tha 
Library of Assurbanipal at Nineveh. {Berossus says that Kronos warned 
Xisuthros, ihe tenth antediluvian king, that there would be a flood... 
Xisuthros is Berossus’s version of Hasis-atra, or Hasis-adra, an inverted 
JSorm of Atra-hasis = very clever, a name given to Ut-napishtim.] :

Noh = Ut-napishtim, who sends out of his ship, first a dove, which 
returned: then a swallow which veturned: then a raven ichich did not 
come back,

The Story of Joseph.— The story of Joseph is alniost a drama, for it possesses 
what Aristotle called nepwérea or Reversal of fortunes, und dvayvaépiors 
or Recognition.

The story was probably toll in two different versions—one in Ephraim, the other 
in Judah, and the two versions E, und J. respectively were interwoven in 
the present form by a priestly redactor. <

and took his people with him: and he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, and captains over every 
one of them, And the Lorp hardened the heart of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and he pursued aftor the children of Israel: and 
the children of Isracl went out with an high hand. But tho 
Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses and chariots of 
Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his army, and overtook them 
encamping by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal-zephon.

maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy 

gates : for i six days the Lorp made heayen and earth, the sea, 

and all that in them is, and rested the seventh day : wherefore- 
the Lorp blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

Honour thy father and thy mother: that thy days may be 
long upon the land which the Lorp thy God giveth thee. i 

Thou shalt not kill. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Thou shalt not steal. 

Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his manservant, nor his maid-- 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, por any thing that is thy” 
neighbour's, 

And all the people saw the thunderings, and the lightnings, 
and the noise of the trumpet, -and the mountain smoking : and 
when the people saw 2, they removed, and stood afar off. And 
they said unto Moses, Speak thou with us, and we will hear: but’ 
Jet not Gad speak with us, lest we dic. And Moses said unto 
the people, Fear not : for God is come to prove you, and that his 
fear may be before your faces, that ye sin not, 

And the people stood afar off, and Moses drew near unto the 
thick darkness where God was. 








32 AND when the people saw that Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gathered themselves together unto 
Aaron, and said unto him, Up, make us gods, 
The Golden which shall go before us; for as for this Moses, 
exit the man that brought us up out of the land 
AAAU of Maypt, we wot not what is become of him.

Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, thy servants, 
to whom thou swarest by thine own self, and suidst unto them, I 
will multiply your seed as the stars of heaven, and all this land 
that I have spoken of will I give unto your seed, and they shall 
inherit it for ever. And the Lorp repented of the evil which he 
thought to do unto his people. 

And Moses turned, and went down from the mount, and the 
two tables of the testimony were in his hand: the tables were 
written on both their sides; on the one side and on the other | 
were they written. And the tables were the work of God, and 
the writing was the writing of God, graven upon the tables. And 
when Joshua heard the noise of the people as they shouted, he 
said unto Moses, here is a noise of war in the camp. And he 
said, /¢ is not the voice of them that shout for mastery, neither is 
it the voice of them that cry for being overcome: but the noise of 
them that sing do I hear. And it camo to pass, as soon as he 
came nigh unto the camp, that he saw the calf, and the dancing : 
and Motes ’anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of his 
hands, and brake them beneath the mount. And he took the 
calf which they had mado,,and burnt it in the fire, and ground zt 
to powder, and strawed i¢ upon the water, and made the children 
of Israel drink of 76. 

And Moses said unto Aaron, What did this people unto thee, 
that thou hast brought so great a sin upon’ them? And Aaron 
said, Let not the anger of my lord wax hot: thou knowegt the 
people, that they are set on mischief. For they said unto me, 
Make us gods, which shall go before us: for as for this Moses, 
the man that brought us up out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. And I said unto them, Whosoever 
hath any gold, let them break i# off. So they gave it me: then 
I cast it into the fire, and there came out this calf, 
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And when Moses saw that the people were naked ; (for Aaron 
had made them naked unto their shame among their enemies :) 
then Moses stood in the gate of the camp, and said, Who ts on 
the Lonp’s side? let hin come unto me. And all the sons of Levi 
gathered themselves together unto him, Agd he said unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp God of Isracl, Put every man his sword by 
his side, and go in and out from gate to gate throughout the 
camp, and slay every man his brother, and every man his com- 
panion, and every man his neighbour. And the children of Levi 
did according to the word of Moses : and there fell of the people 
that day about three thousand men. 

Yor Moses had said, Consecrate yourselves to day to the Lorp, 
even every man Upor lis son, and upon his brother ; that he may- 
bestow upon you a blessing this day. 

‘And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye have sinned a great sin: and now I will go up unto 
the Lorp; peradventure T shall mako an atonement for your sin, 
‘And Moses returned unto the Lorp, and said, Oh, this people 
have sinned a great sin, and have made them gods of gold. Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin—; and if not, blot me, T pray 
thee, out of thy book which thou hast written. And the Lorn. 
said unto Moscs, Whosoever hath sinned against me, him will T 
blot out of my book. Therefore now go, lead the people unto the 
place of which I have spoken unto thee: behold, mine Angel 
shall go before thee : nevertheless in the day when I visit I will 
yisit their sin upon them. 

‘And the Loup plagued the people, because they made the calf, 
which Aaron made.

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Therefore the five kings of the Amorites, the king of J Tesi, 
the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, 
the king of Eglon, gathered “themselves together, and went up, 
they and all their hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it, 

And the mon of Gibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp to 
Gilgal, saying, Slack not thy hand from thy servants; come up 
to us quickly, and save us, and help us: for all the kings of the’ 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains are gathered together 
against us. So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all the 
people of war with him, and all the mighty men of valour. Anc 
the Lorn said unto Joshua, Fear them not: for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not a man of them stand 

* before thee. Joshua therefore came unto them suddenly, and 
went up from Gilgal all night. And the Lorp discomfited them 
before Isracl, and slow them with a great slaughter at Gibeon, 
and chased them along the way that goeth up to Beth horon, and 
smote them to Azekah, and unto Makkedah. “And it came te 
pass, as they fled from before Israel, and were in the going down 
to Beth-horon, that the Lorp cast down great stones from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and they died: they were more 
which died with hailstones than they whom the children of 
Israel slew with the sword.

Be ye therefore 
very courageous to keep and to do all that is written in the book 
of the law of Moses, that ye turn not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or ¢o the lefé; that ye come not among these nations, 
these that remain among you; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor cause to swear by them, neither*serve 
them, nor bow yourselves unto them: but cleave unto the Lorp 
your God, as ye have done unto this day. For the Lorp hath 
driven out from before you great nations and strong: but as 
for you, no man hath been able to stand before you unto ~ 
this day.

Now therefore put away, 
said he, the strange gods which are among you, and incline your 
heart unto the Lorp God of Israel. And the people said unto 
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Joshua, The Lorp our God will we serve, and his voice will we 
obey. pede 
A Joshua made a covenant with the people that day, and 
set them a statute and an ordinance in Shechem. And Joshua 
wrote these words in the book of the law of God, and took’a 
great stone, and set it up there under an oak, that was by the 
sanctuary of the Lorp. And Joshua said unto all the people, 
Behold, ihis stone shall be a witness unto us; for it hath heard 
all the words of the Lorp which he spake unto us: it shall be 
therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny your god, So Joshua 
let the people depart, every man unto his inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the son 
of Nun, the servant of the Lorn, died, beimy an hundred and ten 
years old. And they buried him in the border of his inheritance 
jn Timnath serah, which és in mount Ephraim, on the north side 
of the hill of Gaash. 

‘And Israel served the Loup all the days of Joshua, and all 
the days of the elders that overlived Joshua, and which had 
known all the works of the Lorp, that he had done for Israel.

And it came to pass the samo night, that the Lorp said unto 
him, Take thy father’s young bullock, even the second bullock 
of seven years old, aud throw down the altar of Baal that thy 
father hath, and cut down the grove that is by it: and build. 
an altar unto the Loxp thy God upon the top of this rock, in: 

_ the ordered place, and take the second bullock, and offer a burnt: 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove which thou shalt cut down. 
Then Gideon took ten men of his servants, and did as the Lorp 
had said unto him : and so it was, because he feared his father's 
household, and the men of the city, that he could not do a by 
day, that he did it by night. 

‘And when the men of the city arose carly in the morning, be- 
hold, the altar of Baal was cast down, and the grove was cut 
down that was by it, and the second bullock was offered upon 
the altar that was built. And they said one to another, Who 
hath done this thing? And when they enquired and asked, they 
said, Gideon the son of Joash hath done this thing. Then the 
men of the city said unto Joash, Bring out thy son, that he may: 
die: because he hath cast down the altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that sas by it. And Joash said unto 
all that stood against him, Will ye plead for Baal? will ye save 
him? he that will plead for him, Ict him be put to death whilst 
it is yet morning: if he be a god, let him plead for himself, be- 
cause one hath cast down his altar. Therefore on that day he 
called him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead against him, because 
he hath thrown down his altar. 

Then all the Midianites and the Amalekites and the children 
of the east were gathered together, and went over, and pitched 
in the valley of Jezreel. But the Spirit of the Lorp came upon 
Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; and Abi-ezer was gathered after 
hin? And he sent messengers throughout all Manasseh ; who 
also was gathered after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naphtali; and they came 
up to meet them. east 

And Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Israel by mine: 
hand, as thou hast said, Behold, I will put a fleece of wool in, 
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* the floor ;.and if the dew bo on tho fleece only, and it be dry 


upon all the earth beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save 
Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said. And it was so: for he 
rose up early on the morrow, and thrust the ficece together, and 
wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bow] full of water, And 
Gideon said unto God, Let not thine anger be hot against me, 
and T will speak but this once: let me prove, I pray thee, but 
this once with the fleece ; let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew, And God did so that 
night; for it was dry upon the fleece only, and there was dew on 
all the ground. 


7° +TYEN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, and pitched beside the well of 
Harod: so that the host of the Midianites were on the north 
side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the valley. And the Lorp 


‘said unto Gideon, The people that are with thee are too many 


_ for me to give the Midianites into their hands, lest Israel vaunt 


themselves against me, saying, Mine own hand hath saved me, 
Now therefore go to, proclaim in the ears of the people, saying, 
Whosoever ts fearful and afraid, lot him return and depart early 
from mount Gilead. And there returned of the people twenty 
and two thousand ; and there remained ten thousand, 

And the Loxrp said unto Gideon, The people ave yet too many ; 
bring them down unto the water, and I will try them for thee 
‘there: and it shall be, that of whom I say unto thee, This shall go 
with thee, the same shall go with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, the same shall not go. So 
he brought down the people unto the water; and the Lorp said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth of the water with his tongue, 
asa dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself; likewise every 
one that boweth down upon his knees to drink. And the number 
‘of them that lapped, putting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of the people bowed down 
upon their knees to drink water. And the Lorn said unto 
Gideon, By the three hundred men that lapped will I save you, 
and deliver the Midianites into thine hand: and let all the 
other people go every man unto his place. So the people took 
victuals in their hand, and their trumpets: and he sent all the 
rest of Isracl every man unto his tent, and retained those three 
hundred men: and the host of Midian was beneath him in the 
valley. 

And it came to pass the same night, that the Lorp said unto 
him, Arise, get thee down unto the host ; for I have delivered it 
into thine hand. But if thou fear to go down, go thou with 


- Phurah thy servant down to the host: and thou shalt hear 


what they say ; and afterward shall thine hands be strengthened 
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to go down unto the host. Then went he down with Phurah his 
servant unto the outside of the armed men that were in the 
host. And the Midianites and the Amalekites and all the 
children of the east lay along in the valley like grasshoppers for 
multitude ; and their camels were without number, as the sand 
by the sca sido for multitude. And when Gideon was come, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream unto his fellow, and 
said, Behold, I dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of barley bread 
tumbled into the host of Midian, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay along. 
‘And his fellow answered and said, This is nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel: for into his 
hand hath God delivered Gideon, and all the host. 

‘And it was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, and returned 
into the host of Israel, and said, Arise; for the Lorp hath 
delivered into your hand the host of Midian. And he divided 
the three hundred men indo threo companies, and he put a 
trumpet in every man’s hand, with empty pitchers, and lamps 
within the pitchers. And he said unto them, Look on me, and 
do likewise: and, behold, when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do. When I blow 
with a trumpet, 1 and all that: are with me, then blow ye the 
trumpets also on every side of all the camp, and say, The sword 
of the Lorn, and of Gideon. 

So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, came 
unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of the middle 
wateh ; and they had but newly set the watch : and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that were in their hands. 
‘And the three companies blew the trumpets, and brake the 
pitchers, and held the lamps in their left hands, and the trum- 
pets in their right lands to blow withal: and they cried, The: 
sword of the Lorp, and of Gideon. And they stood every 
- man in his place round about the camp: and all the host. 

ran, and cried, and fled. And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the Lorp set every man’s sword against his 
fellow, even throughout all the host: and the host fled to Beth-. 
shittah in Zererath, ad to the border of Abel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

And the men of Israel gathered themselves together out of 
Navbtali, and out of Asher, and out of all Manassch, and pursued 
after the Midianites.

9 AND when they told ¢ to Jotham, he went and stood in the 
top of mount Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and cried, and said : 
unto them, Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechem, 

that God may hcarken unto you. ‘Cho trees went Jotham and 
forth on « time to anoint a king over them ; and eae: 
they said unto the vlive tree, Reign thou over us. IX, 7-21 
But tho olive tree said unto them, Should I leave 

“my fatness, wherewith by mo they honour God and man, and go 
to be promoted over the trees? And the trees said to the fig tree, | 
Come thou, and reign over us. Bui the fig tree suid unto them, 
‘Should I forsake my sweetness, and my good fruit, and go to be 
promoted over the trees? Then said the trecs unto the vine, 
Come thou, «ad reign over ws. And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which cheereth God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trecs? Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. And the bramble said 
unto the trees, Tf in truth ye anoint me king over you, then come 
and put your trust in my shadow: and if not, let fire come out 
of the bramble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon. 

Now thevefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely, in that ye 
have made Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt well with 
Jerubbaal and his house, and have dotie unto him according to 
the deserving of his hands; (for my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered you out of the hand of 
Midian : and ye are risen uy against my father’s house this day, 
and have slain his sons, threescore and ten persons, upon one 
stone, and have made Abimelech, the son of his maidservant, king 
over the men of Shechem, because he is your brother 3) if ye then 
have dealt traly and sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his house 
this day, then rejoice ye in Abimelech, and Ict him also rejoice in 
you: but if not, let fire come out from Abimelech, and devour 
the men vf Shechem, and the house of Millo ; and let fire come 
out from the men of Shechem, and from the house of Millo, and 
devour Abimelech. 

And Jotham ran away, and fled, and went to Beer, and dwelt 
there, for fear of Abiinelech his brother. 
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Jephthah.—Jephthuk is of fiercer disposition than Gideon, hut equally religions. 
No angel interferes as in Abraham's case, to prevent him from killing his_ 
own child. Cf Agamemnon slaughtering Iphigencit, bul the actual sacrifice 
4s not told by the Hebrew writer. 


11 THEN the Spirit of the Lorp came upon Jephthah, and he 
assed over Gilead, and Manasseh, and passed 

J ephthah’s over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead 

XL tb he passed over wnto the children of Ammon. 

And Jephthah vowed a vow unto the Lorp, 
and said, Tf thou shalt without fail deliver the children of 
‘Ammon into mine hands, then it shall be, that whatsoever cometh 
forth of the doors of my house to mect me, when I return in 
peace from the children of Ammon, shall surely be the Lorp’s, 
and I will offer it up for a burnt offering. 

So Jephthah passed over unto the children of Ammon to fight 
against them ; and the Lorp delivered them into his hands. And 
he smote them from Aroer, even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the vineyards, with a very 
great slaughter. “Thus the children of Ammon were subdued 

‘before the children of Israel. 

And Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, behold, 
his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels and with 
dances: and she was his only child ; beside her he had neither 
son nor daughter. And it came to pass, when he saw her, that 
he rent his clothes, and said, Alas, my daughter! thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art one of them that trouble me: 
for IT have opened my mouth unto the Lorp, and I cannot go 
back. And she said unto him, My father, if thou hast opened thy 
mouth unto the Lorp, do to me according to that which hath 
procecded out of thy mouth ; forasmuch as the Lorp hath taken 
vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of the children of 
Ammon. And she said unto her father, Let this thing be done 
for me : let me alone two months, that I may go up and down 
upon the mountains, and bewail my~virginity, T and my fellows. 
And he said, Go. And he sent her away for two months : 
and she went with her companions, and bewailed her virginity 
upon the mountains, And it came to pass at the end of two 
months, that she returned unto her father, who did with her 
accoxding to his vow which he had vowed: and she knew 
no man, 

And it was a custom in Israel, that the daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament the daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite 
four days in a year.

me, and I shall become weak, and be like any other man. 

And when Delilah saw that he had told her all bis heart, she 
sent and called for the lords of the Philistines, saying, Come w 
this once, for he hath shewed me all his heart. Then the lords 
of the Philistines came up unto her, and brought money in their 
hand. And she made him sleep upon her knees; and she called . 
for a man, and she caused him to shave off the seven locks of his 
head ; and she began to afflict him, and his strength went from 
him. And she said, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And 
he awoke out of his sleep, and said, I will go out as at other. 
times before, and shake myself. And he wist not that the Lorp 
was departed from him. But the Philistines took him, and put: - 
out his eyes, and brought him down to Gaza, and bound him . 
with fetters of brass; and he did grind in the prison house. 
Howhbcit the hair of his head began to grow again after he was 
shaven, 

Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them together for to 
offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to rejoice: for 
they said, Our god hath delivered Samson our enemy into our 
hand. And when the people saw him, they praised their god: 
for they said, Our god hath delivered into our hands our enemy, 
and the destroyer of our country, which slew many of us, And 
it came to pass, when their hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Sanson, that ho may make us sport. And they called 
for Samson out of the prison house. »; and he made them sport: 
and they set him between the pillars. And Samson said unto 
the lad that held him by the hand, Suffer me that I may feel 
the pillars whereupon the house standeth, that I may lean upon 
them. Now the house was full of men and women ; and all the 
lords of the Philistines sere there ; and there were upon the roof 
abu™t threc thousand men and women, that hcheld while Samson 
made sport. And Samson enlled unto the Lorp, and said, O 
Lord Gop, remember me, I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that IT may be at once avenged of 
the Philistines for my two eyes. And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon which the house stood, and on which it 
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was borne up, of the one with his right hand, and of the other 
with his left. And Samson said, Let me die with the Philistines. 
And he bowed himself with all his might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon ali the people that were therein. So 

.-the dead which he slew at his death were more than they which 
he slew in his life. 

Then his brethren and all the house of his father came down, 
and took him, and brought him up, and buried him between 
Zorah and Eshtaol in the buryingplace of Manoah his father.

Ruth.—A juslora? idyll of the Meehitess Ruth—like the similar history of 
Sainuel’s youth, The LXX wad the Pulgate place the tuok between Tudges 
and Stnicl, It belonys to the post-cxilic period, probably, Perhaps as late 
as 444 B.C. 


14 NOW it came to pass in the days when the judges ruled, 
that there was a famine in the land. And a certain man of 
Bethlehem-judah went to sojourn in the country of Moab, he, 
and his wife, and his two sons. And the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife Naomi, and the name of 
his two sons Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of Beth-tlehem- 
judah. And they came into the country of Moab, and continued 
_ there. 
‘And Elimelech Naomi’s husband died ; and she was left, and 
her two sons. And they took thom wives of the women of 
Moab; the name of the onc was Orpah, and the name of the 
other Ruth: and they dwelled there about ten years. And 
Mahlon and Chilion died also both of them; and the woman 
was left of her two sons and her husband. 
Then she arose with her daughters in Jaw, that she might 
return from the country of Moab: for she had heard in the 
country of Moab how that the Lorp had visited his people in 
giving them bread. Wherefore she went forth out of the place 
where she was, and her two daughters in !aw with her; and 
they went on the way to return unto the land of Judah. And 
Naomi said unto her two daughters in law, Go, return cach to 
her mother’s house: the Lorp deat kindly with you, as ye have 
, dealt with the dead, and with me. The Lorp grant you that ye 
may find rest, each of yor in the house of her husband, Then she 
kissed them ; and they lifted up their voice, and wept. And they 
said unto her, Surely we will return with thee unto thy people. 

And Naomi said, Turn again, my daughters: why will ye go 
with me? are there yet any more scas in my womb, that they 
may be your husbands? Turn again, my daughters, go your 
way; for T am too old to have an husband. 1f I should say, 
T have hope, ¢f T should have an hhushand also to night, and 
should also bear sons; would ye tarry for them till they were 
growat would ye stay for them from having husbands? nay, 
my daughters ; for ié grieveth me much for your sakes that the 
hand of the Lorp is gone eut against me. And they lifted up 
their voice, and wept again: and Orpah kissed her mother in 
Jaw; but Ruth clave unto her. 

And she said, Behold, thy sister in law is gone back unto her 
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people, and unto her gods: return thou after thy sister in law. 
‘And Ruth said, Intreat me not to leave thee, or to return from 
following after thee: for whither thou goest, I will go; and 
where thou lodgest, 1 will lodge: thy people shall be my people, 
and thy God my God: where thou diest, will I die, and there 
will T be buried: the Loxp do so to me, and more also, if ought 
but death part thee and me. When she saw that she was 
stedfastly minded to go with her, then she left speaking unto her. 

So they two went until they came to Beth-lchem. And it 
came to p when they were come to BethJchem, that all the 
city was moved about them, and they said, Js this Naomi 1 And 
she said unto them, Call me not Naomi, call me Mara: for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. I went out full, 
and the Lorp hath brought me home again empty: why then 
call ye me Naomi, seeing the Lorp hath testified against me, and 
tho Alnighty hath afflicted me? 

So Naomi returned, and Ruth the Moabitess, her daughter in 
law, with her, which returned out of the country of Moab: and 
they came to Bethlehem in the beginning of barley harvest. 





2 AND Naomi had a kinsman of her husband’s, a mighty man - 
of wealth, of the family of Elimelech ; and his name was Boaz. 
And Ruth the Moabitess said unto Naomi, Let me now go to 
the field, and glean cars of corn after him in whose sight T shall 
find grace, And she said unto her, Go, my daughter. And she 
went, and came, and gleaned in the field after the reapers: and 
her hap was to light on a part of the field belonging unto Boaz, 
who was of the kindred of Elimelech, 

And, behold, Boaz came from Beth-lehem, and said unto the 
reapers, The Lorp be with you. And they answered him, The 
Lorp bless thee. Then said Boaz unto his servant that was 
set. over the reapers, Whose damsel is this? And the servant 
that was sct over the reapers answered and said, If is the 
Moabitish damsel that came back with Naomi out of the country 
of Moab: and she said, I pray you, let me glean and gather after 
the reapers among the sheaves : so she came, and bath continued 
even from the morning untsi now, that she tarried a little in the 
house. 

Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest thou not, my daughter? 
Go not to glean in another ficld, neither go from hence, but abide 
here fast by my maidens : let thine eyes £e on the field that they 
do reap, and go thon after them: have I not charged the young 
men that they shall not touch thee? and when thou art athirst, 
go unto the vessels, and drink of thet which the young men have 
drawn. Then she fell on her face, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and said unto him, Why have I found grace in thine 
eyes, that thou shouldest take knowledge of ine, seeing T aa a 
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stranger? And Boaz answered and said unto her, It hath fully 
been shewed me, all that thou hast done unto thy mother in law 
since the death of thinc husband: and how thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou knewest not heretofore. The 
Lorp recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee of 
the Lory God of Israel, under whose wings thou art come to 
trust. Then she said, Let me find favour in thy sight, my lord ; 
for that thou hast comforted me, and for that thou hast spoken 
friendly unto thine handmaid, though I be not like unto one of 
thine handmaidens. And Boaz said unto her, At mealtime come 
thou hither, and cat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the 
vinegar. And sho sat beside the reapers: and he reached her 
parched corn, and she did eat, and was suficed, and left. 

‘And when she was risen up to glean, Boaz commanded bis 
young men, saying, Let her glean even among the sheaves, and 
reproach her not : and let fall also some of the handfuls of purpose 
for her, and leave them, that she may glean ¢hem, and rebuke her’ 
not. So she gleaned in the field until even, and beat out that 
she had gleaned: and it was about an cphah of barley. And 
she took if up, and went into the city: and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned : and she brought forth, and gave- to 
her that she had reserved after she was sutliced. 

And her mother in law said unto her, Where hast thou gleaned 
to day? and where wroughtest thou? blessed be he that did take 
knowledge of thee. And she shewed her mother in Jaw with 
whom she had wrought, and said, The man’s name with whom I 
wrought to day is Boaz. And Naomi said unto her daughter in 
law, Blossed be he of the Lorn, who hath not left off his kindness 
to the living and to the dead, And Naomi said unto her, The 
man is near of kin unto us, one of our next kinsmen. And 
Ruth the Moabitess said, He said unto me also, Thou shalt 
keep fast by my young men, until they have ended all my harvest. 
And Naomi said anto Ruth her daughter in law, Zé is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, that they meet 
thee not in any other field. So she kept fast by the maidens of 
Boaz to glean unto the end of barley harvest and of wheat 
harvest ; and dwelt with her mother in law. 





3 TILTEN Naomi her mother in law said unto her, My daughter, 
shall I not seek rest for thee, that if may be well with thee? 
Andenow is not Boaz of our kindred, with yhose maidens thoy. ~ 
wast? Behold, he winnoweth barley to night in the threshingfloor. 
Wash thyself therefore, and anoint thee, and put thy raiment 
upon thee, and get thee down to the floor: bit make not thyself 
known unto the man, until he shall have done cating and 
drinking. And it shall be, when he lieth down, that thou shalt

mark the place where he shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and 
uncover his fect, and lay thee down ; and he will tell thee what 
thou shalt do. And she said unto her, All that thou sayest unto 
me I will do. 

‘And she went down unto the floor, and did according to all 
that her mother in law bade her. And when Boaz had eaten 
and drunk, and his heart was merry, he went to lie down at the 
end of the heap of corn: and she came softly, and uncovered his 
fect, and laid her down. And it came to pass at midnight, that 
the man was afraid, and turned himself: und, behold, a woman 
lay at his feet. And he said, Who ar¢ thou? And she , 
answered, I am Ruth thine handmaid: spread therefore thy 
skirt over thine handmaid ; for thou art a near kinsman. And 
he said, Blessed be thou of the Lorp, my daughter : for thou 
hast shewed more kindness in the latter end than at the begin- 
ning, inasmuch as thou followedst not young men, whether poor 
or rich. And now, my daughter, fear not; I will do to thee all 
that thou requirest : for all the city of my people doth know 
that thou art a virtuous woman. And now it is true that T am 
thy neav kinsman: howbeit there is a kinsman nearer than I. 
Tarry this night, and it shall be in the morning, that if he will 
perform unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; let him do the 
kinsman’s part: but if he will not do the part of a kinsman to 
thee, then will I do the part of a kinsman to thee, as the Lorp 
liveth : lie down until the morning. 

And she lay at his feet until the morning: and she rose up 
before one could know another. And he said, Let it not be 
known that a woman came into the floor. Also he said, Bring 
the vail that ¢how hast upon thee, and hold it. And when she 
held it, he measured six measures of barley, and laid it on her: 
and she went into the city. 

‘And when she came to her mother in law, she said, Who art 
thou, my daughter? And she told her all that the man had done 
to her, And she-said, These six measures of barley gave he me; 
for he said to me, Go not empty unto thy mother in law, Then 
gaid she, Sit still, my daughter, until thou know how the matter 
will fall; for the man will not be in rest, until he have finished 
the thing this day.

‘Then said Boaz, What day thou buyest the 
field of the hand of Naomi, thou must buy 7 also of Ruth the 
Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of the dead 
upon his inheritance. And the kinsman said, I cannot redeem 
ié for myself, lest I mar mine own inheritance: redeem thou my 
right to thyself; for I cannot redeem it. Now this was the 
manner in former time in Israel concerning redeeming and 
concerning changing, for to confirm all things; « man plucked 
off his shoe, and gave i to his neighbour: and this was a 
testimony in Isracl.

Moreover Ruth the Moahbitess, the wife of Mahlon, have I 
purchased to bo my wife, to raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance, that the name of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren, and from the gate of his place: ye are 
witnesses this day. And all the people that were in the gate, 
and the elders, said, We are witnessos. The Lorp make the 
woman that is come into thine house like Rachel and like Leah, 
which two did build the house of Israel: and do thou worthily 
in Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem : and let thy house be 
like the house of Pharez, whom Tamar bare unto Judah, of the 
seed which the Lorp shall give thee of this young woman. 

So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife: and when he went 
in unto her, the Loxp gave her conception, and she bare a son. 
And the women said unto Naomi, Blessed be the Lorp, which 
hath not left thee this day without a kinsman, that his name 
may be famous in Israel. And he shall be unto thee a restorer 
of thy life, and a nourisher of thine old age: for thy daughter in 
law, which loveth thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, 
hath born him.

I, and II. Samuel.— The Books of Samuel are based principally on J. Bul a 
redactor or compilers hand has been busy on them. Both J. and E. are 
drawn upon, but after the death of Saul, E, suddenly disappears. > 

Probably, however, the state of nfinirs is more complicated than this 
brief statement reould imply. Various histories seen to have existed. 

(1) A hastory of the Ark, very fragmentary, 

(2) A history of the institution of monarchy. 

_ (8) The memoirs of David's court, very full. Sce especially 2 Sam. 
ix.-xx, 
All these three may be dated 950-920 B.c. 

(4) A Biography of Samuel the Prophet (630 B.c.). 

(5) A Deuterona rsion, very likely dating from the latter half of the 
exile, the characteristic of which is that it reyards monarchy as a lapse 
from the oriyinally designed Theocracy of Israel, 

A final post-Deuteronomic edition would come much later, - 


The Books of Samuel may be divided into four parts : 
(i) 1 Sam. i-xiv. Samuel and Saul. 
(ii) 1 Sam, xv.-2 Sam. viii. Sul and David. 
(iii) 2 Sam. ix.-xx, The Court of David, 
{iv) 2Sam, xxi.-xxiv. Appendix. 


As revised by the-Deuteronomic writer, the original account of the kingship is 
largely altered, Thus in chap. viii. Israel is happy under a Theocracy 
and the demand for aking is a rebellion against Jahvch, their true king 
(xii,-12). But in chap, ix, Israel is afflicted by the Philistines and the 
monarchy is apparently God's gracious gift to his people. In the second 
view Samuel ts only & comparatively obscure seer in @ country village 
(ix. 6 ff), whereas in the first view Samuel is the judge of all Israel, the 
inate of Jahveh’s Theoerwey (chap. vii., vit, and ix). Thus we 
have :— 

(D.) Hostile to the monarchy, viii. 1-22, x. 17-24, xii, 1-25. 

(AL) Favour ‘o monarchy, ix., X. 1-16, xi. 1-11. 

Though D. is the Deweronomic version, and was recommended to Jewish 
readers, the other version is the more trustworthy and the older. 

D. is practically EB. rewritten and combined with a life of Samuel, 
whereas the more primitive version may be called J., including «@ history a 
the Ark and the annals of David's court. 


2 Sam. ix.-xx. és practically a literary unit, a brilliant picture of carly 
monerehy, written guite carly cither by the family of Abiathar (1 Sam. 
xxii. 20) [the supposition of Duh ‘ond Budde) or by Ahimacz, the son of 
Zadok, who appears in Absalom’s rebellion [the hypothesis of Klostermann). 

Obseree that David's magnanimity to Saul is tice recorded, 1 Sam. xxiii. 19— 
xxiv. 22, and 1 Sam. xxvi. Perhaps the second account is the more trust- 
worthy, but they are clearly doubles (like Abraham’s deception as to his- 
wife Sarah, whom-he tacice represents as his sister).

And he willappoint - 
him captains over thousands, and captains over fifties ; and will 
set them to ear his ground, and to reap his harvest, and to make 
his instruments of war, and instruments of his chariots. And 
he will take your daughters to be confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
. and to be bakers. And he will take your fields, and your vine- 

yards, and your oliveyards, even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. And he will take the tenth of your seed~and of 
your vineyards, and give to his officers, and to his servants. 
And he will take your menservants, and your maidservants, and 
your goodliest young men, and your asses, and put them to his 
work, He will take the tenth of your sheep: and ye shall be his 
servants. And ye shall cry out in that day hecause of your king 
which ye shall have chosen you; and the Lorp will not hear you 
in that day, 

Nevertheless the people refused to obey the voice of Samuel ; 
and they said, Nay; but we will have a king over us; that. we 
also may be like all the nations ; and that our king may judge 
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us, and go out before us, and fight our battles, And Samuel 

’- heard all the words of the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
ears of the Lorp.

for the bread is spent in our vessels, and there is not a present ta 
bring to the man of God: what have we? And the servant 
“answered Saul again, and said, Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver: éhat will I give to the man of 
“ God, to tell us our way. (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to enquire of God, thus he spake, Come, and lect us go 
. to the seer: for he that is now called a Prophet was before- 
"time called a Seer.) Then said Saul to his servant, Well said; 
come, let us go. So they went unto the city where the man of 
God wag. 

And as they went up the hill to the city, they found young 
maidens going out to draw water, and said unto them, Is the 
seer here? And they answered them, and said, He is; behold, he 
ig before you: make haste now, for he came to day to the city;

eame, saying, To morrow about this time I will send thee a man 
out of the land of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him to be 
captain over my people Isracl, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of tie Philistines: for I have louked upon my people, ~ 
because their cry is come untome, And when Samuel saw Saul, 
the Lorp said unto him, Behold the man whom I spake to thee 
of! this same shall reign over my people. .

45 SAMUEL also said unto Saul, The Lorp sent me to anoint 
thee to be king over his people, over Israel: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the : 
Lorp. Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, T remember Rejection 
that which Amalek did (o Israel, how he laid ewait of Sant 
for him in the way, when he came up from cares 
. Egypt. Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that 
* they have, and spare them not ; but slay both man and woman, 
infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

And Saul gathered the people together, and numbered them in 
Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten thousand men 
of Judah. And Saul came toa city of Amalek, and laid wait - 
in the valley. And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get 
you down from among the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them: for ye shewed kindness to all the children of Israel, when 
they came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed from among 
the Amalekites. And Saul smote the Amaiekites from Havilah.

and J will shew thee what thou shalt do: and thou shalt anoint 
unto me fim whom I name unto thee. 
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And Samuel did that which the Lorp spake, and came to 
Beth-lchom. And the elders of the town trembled at his coming, 
and said, Comest thou peaceably? And he said, Peaceably : Iam 
come to sacrifice unto the Lorp : sanctify yourselves, and come 
with me to the sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and his sons, 
and called them to the sacrifice.

17 NOW tho Philistines gathered together their armies to 
battle, and were gathered together at Shochoh, which belongeth 
to “Judah, and pitched between Shechoh and 

David and Azckah, in Ephesdammim. And Saul and the 
ollat men of Israel were gathered together, and pitched 


ae ~ by the valley of Elah, and set the battle in 


array against the Philistines. And the Philis- - 


tines stood on a mountain on the ono side, and Israel stood on a 


mountain on the other side: and there was a valley between: 


them. 

And there went out a champion out of the camp of the Philis- 
tines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six cubits and 
aspan, And he had an liclmet of brass upon his head, and he 
was armed with a coat of mail; and the weight of the coat was 
five thousand shekels of brass. And he had greaves of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass between his shoulders. And the 
staff of his spear zus like a weaver's beam ; and his spear’s head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and one bearing a shield 
went before him. And he stood and cried unto the armies of 
Isracl, and said unto tiem, Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array? am not I a Philistine, and ye servants to Saul? 
choose you a man for you, and Ict him come down to me. If he 
be able to fight with me, and to kili me, then will we he your 
servants: but if I prevail against him, and kill him, then shall ye 
be our servants, and serve us.

Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of Beth lehem- 
judah, whose name wes Jesse; and he had cight sons; and the 
man went among men jor an old man in the days of Saul.

‘And when the words were heard which David spake, they 
rehearsed them before Saul: and he sent for him. And David 
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said to Saul, Let no man’s heart fail because of him ; thy servant 
will go and fight with this Philistine, And Saul said to David, 
Thou art not able to g0 against this Philistine to fight with him : 
for thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from his youth, 
And David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept his father’s sheep, 
and there came a lion, and a bear, and took a Jamb out of the 
flock: and I went out after him, and smote him, and delivered i¢ 
out of his mouth: and when he arose against me, T caught him 
by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. Thy servant slew 
both the lion and the bear: and this uncircumcised Philistine 
shall be as one of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of the 
living God. David said moreover, The Lorp that delivered me 
out of the paw of the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lory be with thee. 

And Saul armed David with his armour, and he put an helmet 
of brass upon his head ; also he armed him with a coat of mail. 
And David girded his sword upon his armour, and he assayed to 
g0; for he had not proved it. And David said unto Saul, I 
cannot go with these; for I have not proved them. And David 
put them off him. And he took his staff in his hand, and chose 
him five smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in a .

in his hand: and he drow near to the Philistine. And the 
Philistine camo on and drew near unto David ; and the man that 
bare the shield went before him. 

And when the Philistine looked about, and saw David, he 
disdained him: for he was but a youth, and ruddy, and of a fair 
countenance. And the Philistine said tnto David, Am Ta dog, 
that thou comest to me with stav And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. And the Philistine said to David, Come to 
me, and T will give thy flesh unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the field. 

Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comest to me witha 
sword, and with a spear, and with a shield : but T come to thee 
in the name of the Lorp of hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, 
whom thou hast defied. This day will the Lorp deliver thee . 
into mine hand; and I will smite thee, and take thine hedd from

And when the 
messengers were come in, behold, éhere was an image in the bed, 
with a pillow of goats’ hair for his bolster, And Saul said unto 
Michal, Why hast thou deceived mo so, and sent away mine 
enemy, that he is escaped? And Michal answered Saul, He 
said unto me, Let me go; why should I kill thee?

20 AND David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and came and 
said before Jonathan, What have T done? what is mine iniquity? 
and what is my sin before thy father, that he

ee forbid ; thou shalt not die: behold, my father will 
eo do nothing either great or small, but that he will 
shew it me; and why should my father hide this thing from me? 
it is not so. And David sware morcover, and said, Thy father 


certainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes ; and 


he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved: but’ 


truly as the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is but a 
step between me and death. Then said Jonathan unto David, 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I will even do % for thee.

And when Saul enquired of the 
Lory, the Lory answered him not, neither by dreaws, nor by 
Urim, nor by prophets. Then said Saul unto his servants, Seek 
me a woman that hath a familiar spirit, that I may go to her, 
and enquire of her. And his servants said to him, Behold, there 
ig a woman that hath a familiar spirit at En-dor, 

‘And Saul disguised himself, and put on other raiment, and he 
went, and two men with him, and they came to the woman by 
night; and he said, I pray thee, divine unto me by the familiar 
spirit, and bring me him up, whom I shal] name unto thee.

Then Joab sent and told David all the things concerning the 
war; and charged the messenger, saying, When thou hast made 
an end of telling the matters of the war unto the king, and if so 
be that the king’s wrath arise, and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city when ye did fight? knew ye 
not that they would shoot from the wall? who smote Abimelech 
the son of Jerubbesheth? did not a woman cast a piece of a mill- 
stone upon him from the wil], that he died in Thebez? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then saythou, Thy servant Uriah the Hittite 
is dead*also. 

So the messenger went, and came and shewed David all that 
Joab had sent him for. And the messenger said unto’ David, 
Surely the men prevailed against us, and came out unto us into 
the field, and we were upon them even unto the enteringgof the 
gate. And the shoSters shot from off the wall upon thy servants;

And Nathan said unto David, The Lorp also hath put 
away thy sin; thou shale not die. Howbeit, because by this 
deed thou hast given great occasion to the enemies of the Lorp 
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to blaspheme, the child also that is born unto thee shall surely 
die. And Nathan departed unto his house. 

And the Lorp struck the child that Uriah’s wife bare unto 
David, and it was very sick. David therefore besought God for 
the child ; and David fasted, and went in, and lay all night upon 
the earth. And the elders of his house arose, and went to him, to 
raise him up from the earth: but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. And it came to pass on the seventh day, 
that the child died. And the servants of David feared to tell 
him that the child was dead: for they said, Behold, while the 
child was yet alive, we spake unto him, and he would not hearken 
unto our voice: how will he then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead?

And the king stood by the gate « 
side, and all the people came out by hundreds and by thousands, 
And the king commanded Joab and Abishai and Ittai, saying, 
Deul gently for my sake with the young man, even with Absalom. 
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And all the people heard when the king gave all the captains 
charge concerning Absalom. 

So the people went out into the ficld against Israel: and the 
battle was in the wood of Ephraim ; where the people of Israel 
were slain before the servants of David, and there was there a 
great slaughter that day of twenty thousand men.

and Gol said, Ask what I shall give thee. And Solomon said, 
Thou hast shewcd unto thy servant David my 
father great mercy, according as he walked before Judgment 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in up. ® eee 
rightness of heart with thee ; and thou hast kept bay 
for him this great kindness, {hat thou hast given him a son to sit 
on his throne, as it is this day. And now, O Lerp my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of David my father: and I 
am but a little child: IT know not how to go out or come in. 
And thy servant is in the midst of thy people which thou hast 
chosen, a groat people, that cannot be numbered nor counted for 
multitude. Give therefore thy servant an understanding heart 
to judge thy people, that I may discern between good and bad: 
for who is able to judge ths thy so great a people? 

And the speech pleased the Lorp, that Solomon had asked this 
thing. And God said unto him, Because thou hast asked this 
thing, and hast not asked for thyself Jong life; neither hast 
asked riches for thysclf, nor hast asked the life of thine enemies; 
bat hast asked for_thyself understanding to discern judgment; 
behold, I have doue according to thy words: lo, I have given 
thee a wise and an understanding heart ; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any arise like unto 
thee. And T have also given thee that which thou hast not 
asked, both riches, and honour: so that there shall not be any 
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“Milan the kings like unto thee all thy days. And if thou wilt 

walk in my ways, to keep my statutes and my commandments, 
as thy father David did walk, then I will lengthen thy days. 
And Solomon awoke; and, behold, 7 7eas a dream. And he 
came to Jerusalem, and stood before the ark of the covenant of 
the Loxp, and offered up burnt offerings, and offered peace 
offerings, and made a feast to all his servants, 

Then came there two women, that were harlots, unto the king, 
and stood before him, And the one woman said, O my lord, I 
and this woman dwell in one house ; and I was delivered of a 
child with her in the house. And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this woman was delivercd also: 
and we were together ; there was no stranger with us in the 
house, save we two in the house. And this woman’s child died 
in the night ; because she overlaid it. And she arose at mid- 
night, and took my son from beside me, while thine handmaid 
slept, and laid it in her bosom, and laid her dead child in my 
bosom. And when I rose in the morning to give my child suck, 
behold, it was dead: but when I had considered it in the 
morning, behold, it was not my son, which I did bear. And the 
other woman said, Nay; but the living 7s my son, and the dead 
is thy son.

With the help of the LXX we can reconstitute Solomon's (grobably) 
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genuine utterance. According to Dr. Cheyne (Origin of Psalter,” pp

The sun has Jahevch set in the heavens : 
He (hinself) has resolved to dwell in thick darkness + 
Built hace La lofty mension for thee, 
A place for thee to dicell in for (all) ages. 






8 THEN Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and all the

And all the men of Israel assembled them- 
selves unto king Solomon at the feast in the Temple by 
month Ethanim, which is the seventh month. VIII. 1-61

And they drew out the 
staves, that the ends of the staves were scen out in the holy 
place before the oracle, and they were not seen without: and 
there they are unto this day. Zkere was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which Moses put there at Horeb, 
when the Lorp made « covenané with the children of Israel, 
when they came out of the land of Egypt. 

And it came to pass, when the priests were come out of the 
holy place, that the cloud,filled the house of the Lorp, so that 
the priests could not stand to minister because of the cloud: 
for the glory of the Lorn had filled the house of the Lorp. 

Then spake Solomon, The Lorp said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. J have surely built thee an house to dwell 
in, a settled place for thee to abide in for ever. - 

And the king turned his face about, and blessed all the con- 
gregation of Isracl: and all the congregation of Israel st7od ;) 
and he said, Blessed be the Lorp God of Israel, which spake 
with his mouth unto David my father, and hath with his hand 
fulfilled 7, saying, Since the day that I brought forth my people 
Isracl out of Egypt, I chose no city out of all the tribes of Israel 
to build an house, that my name might be therein; but I chose

David to be over my people Israel. And it was in the heart of 
David my father to build an house for the name of the Lorp

Therefore now, 
Lorp God of Israel, keep with thy servant David my father that 
thou promiscdst him, saying, There shall not fail thee a man in 
my sight to sit on the throne of Isracl ; so that thy children take 
heed to their way, that they walk before me as thou hast walked - 
before me. And now, O God of Esracl, let thy word, I pray thee, 
be verified, which thou spakest unto thy servant David my father. 

But will God indeed dwell on the earth? behold, the heaven 
and heaven of heavens ennnot contain thee ; how much less this 
house that I have builded? Yet have thcu respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant aud to his supplication, O Lorp my God, 
to hearken unto the cry and to the prayer, which thy servant 
prayeth before thee to d that thine cyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward the place of which thou 
hast said, My name shall be there: that thou mayest hearken 
unto the prayer which thy servant shall make toward this place. 
And hearken thou to the supplication of thy servant, and of thy 
people Tsrael, when they shall pray toward this place: “and hear 
thou in heaven thy dwelling place : and when thou hearest, forgive. 

If any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to cause him to swear, and the oath come before thine’ 
altar-in this house: then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge 
thy servants, condemning the wicked, to bring his way upon his 
head ; and justifying the righteous, to give him according to his 
righteousness. 

‘When thy people Isracl be smitten down before the enemy, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee, and shall turn again to thee, 
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and confess thy name, andspray, and make supplication unto thee 
in this house: then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of 
thy people Israel, and bring them again unto the land which thou 
gavest unto their fathers. 

When heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee ; if they pray toward this place, and con- 
fess thy name, and turn from their sin, when thou afflictest them: 
then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Isracl, that thou teach them the good way wherein 
they should walk, and give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be in the land famine, if there be pestilence, blasting, 
mildew, locust, or if there be caterpiller ; if their enemy besiege 
them in the land of their cities; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
sickness there be ; what prayer and supplication soover be made 
by any man, or by all thy people Isvacl, which shall know every 
man the plague of his own heart, and spread forth his hands - 
toward this house: then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and forgive, and do, and give to every man according to his ways, 
whose heart (hou knowest; (for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of men;) that they may fear thee 
all the days that they live in the land which thou gavest unto 
our fathers. 

Moreover concerning a stranger, that isnot of thy people Israel, 
but cometh out of a far country for thy name’s sake ; (for they 
shall hoar of thy great name, and of thy strong hand, and of thy 
stretched out arm 3) when he shall come and pray toward this 
house ; hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and do according - 
to all that the stranger calleth to thee for: that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy people Israel ; 
and that they may know that this house, which I have builded, 
is called by thy name. 

If thy people go out tu battle against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt, send them, and shall pray unto the Lorp toward the 
city which thou hast chosen, and foward the house that I have 
built for thy name: then hear thou in heaven their prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain their cause. 

Tf they sin against thee, (for thee is no man that sinncth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and deliver them to the enemy, so 
that they carry them away captives unto the land of the enemy, 
far or uear; yet if they shall bethink themselves in the land 
whither they were carried captives, and repent, and make sup- 
plication unto thee it the land of them that carried them captives, 
saying, We have sinned, and have done perversely, we have com 
mitted wickedness ; and so return unto thee with all thcir heart, 
and with all their soul, in the land of their enemics, which led 
them away captive, and pray unio thee toward their land, which 
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thou gavest unto their fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy name: then hear thou 
their prayer and their supplication in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and maintain their cause, and forgive thy people that have sinned 
against thee, and all their transgressions wherein they have trans- 
gressed against thee, and give them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may have compassion on them: 
for they be thy people, and thine inheritance, which thou brought- 
est forth out of Egypt, from the midst of the furnace of iron: 
that thine eyes may be open unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy people Isracl, to hearken unto 
them in all that they call for unto thee. For thou didst separate 
* them from among aJl the people of the earth, fo be thine in- 
heritance, as thou spakest by the hand of Moses thy servant, 
when thou broughtest our fathers out of Egypt, O Lord Gop. 
And it was so, that when Solomon had made an end of praying 
- all this prayer and supplication unto the Lorp, he arose from 
before the altar of the Lorp, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud voice, saying, Blessed be the 
Lorn, that hath given rest unto his people Israel, according to all 
that he promised : there hath not failed one word of all his good 
promise, which he promised by the hand of Moses his servant, 
The Lorp our God be with us, as he was with our fathers: let 
him not leave us, nor forsake us: that he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep his commandments, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, which he commanded our 
fathers. And let these my words, wherewith I have made sup- 
plication before the Loxp, be nigh unto the Lorn our God day 
and night, that he maintain the cause of his servant, and the 
cause of his people Israel at all times, as the matter shall require: 
that all the people of the earth may know that the Lorp is God, 
and that there is none else. Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lorp our God, to walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day. 






Queen of Sheba. — The story comes doubtless From carly tradition, but the visit 
of the Queen of Sheba must have becn primarily political. Therefore the 
pivesent form of the story is probably due to later recensions as magnifying

10 AND when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of Solomot 
concerning the name of the Lorp, she came to prove him with

much gold, and precious stones: and when she Gucen of 
was come to Solomon, she communed with him X ee 
of all that was in her heart. And Solomon told oe : 
her all her questions: there was not any thing hid from the 
king, which he told her not. And when the queen of Sheba 
had secon all Solomon’s wisdom, and the house that he had built, 
and the meat of his table, and the sitting of his servants, and 
the attendance of his ministers, and their apparel, and his cup- 
bearers, and his ascent by which he went up unto the house of 
the Lorp; there was no more spirit in her. And she said to 
the king, It was a true report that I heard in mine own land of 
thy acts and of thy wisdom. Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen i¢: and, behold, the half 
was not told me: thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame 
which I heard. Happy are thy men, happy are these thy 
servants, which stand ‘continually before thee, and that hear 
thy wisdom. Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which delighted in 
thee, to set thee on the throne of Israel : because the Lorp loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment and 
justice. And she gave the king an hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and of spices very great store, and precious stones +". 
there came no-more such abundance of Spices as these which: 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. ae 

‘And the navy also of Hiram, that brought gold from Ophit, 
brought in from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, and precious 
stones, And the king made of the almug trees pillars for the” 

“house of the Lorp, and for the king’s house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers: there came no such almug trees, nor were 
seen unto this day. 

And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all her 
desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which Solomon gave 
her of his royal bounty. So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants.

So Jeroboum and all the people came to Rehoboam the third 
day, as the king had appointed, saying, Come to me again the 
third day. And the king answered the people roughly, and 
forsook the old men’s cornsel that they gave him ; and spake te 
them after the counsel of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, and T will add to your yoke: my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. Wherefore the king hearkened not unto the peoples 
for the cause was from the Lorn, that he might perform h’s 
saying, which the Lorn spake by” Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

So when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not unt? 
them, the people answered the king, saying, What portion have 
we in David? neither hare ae inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
to your tents, O Israel: now see to thineown house, David.” 
So Israel departed unto their tents. But as for the children of 
Tsrael which dwelt in the cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned 
over them. 

Then king Rehoboam sent Adoram, who wes over the tribute ; 
and all Tsrael stoned him with stones, that he died, Therefore 
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king Rehoboam made speed to get him up to his chariot, to flee 
to Jerusalem. So Isracl rebelled against the house of David 
unto this day. And it came to pass, when all Israel heard that 
Jeroboam was come again, that they sent and called him unto 
the congregation, and made him king over all Isracl: there was 
none that followed the house of David, but the tribe of Judah 
only. 

And when Rehokboam was come to Jerusalem, he assembled 
all the house of Jadah, with the tribe of Benjamin, an hundred 
and fourseoro thousand chosen men, which warriors, to 
fight against the house of Tsrael, to bring the kingdom again to 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon. But the werd of God came 
unto Shemaiah the man of God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboam, 
the son of Selomon, king of Judah, and unto all the house of 
Judah and Benjamin, and to the remnant of the people, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Ye shall not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren the children of Israel : return every man to his house ; 
for this thing is from me. They hearkened therefore to the 
word of the Lorp, and returned to depart, according to the

Ahab and Naboth.— This chapter probably comes from a history of Elijah, but 
als position ry doubtful, Perhaps it should come before the contest 
on Carmel. At all events, the murder of Naboth (as Ewald remarks) 
directly led to the destruction of the house of Omri.

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But Jezebel his wife came to him, and said unto him, Why is 
thy spirit so sad, that thou eatest no bread? And he said unto 
her, Because I spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto 
him, Give me thy vineyard for money ; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for it: and he answered, I will 
not give thee my vineyard. And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of I@acl? arise, and eat 
bread, and Ict thine heart be merry: I will give thee the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezrcelite. So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, and sont the letters unto 
the elders and to the nobles that sere in his city, dwelling with 
Naboth. And she wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, 
and set Naboth on high among the people: and set two men, 
sons of Belial, before him, to bear witness against him, saying, 
Thou didst blaspheme God and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die. 

And the men of his city, even the elders and the nobles who _ 
were the inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel had sent unto 
them, and as it was written in the letters which she had sent 
unto them. They proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high 
among the people. And there came in two men, children of _ 
Belial, and sat before him: and the men of Belial witnessed 
agairist him, even against Naboth, in the presence of the people, 
saying, Naboth did blaspheme God and the king. Then they 
carried him forth ont of the city, and stoned him with stones, ~ 
that he died. Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Naboth is 
stoned, and is dead. 

And it came to pass, when Jezcbel heard that Naboth was 
stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, take 
possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, which he 
refuscd to give thee for moncy: for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. And it came to pass, when Ahab heard that Naboth was 
dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite, to take possession of it. . 

And the word of the Lorp came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which is in 
Samaria: behold, Ae is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is 
gone down to possess it. And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Hast thou killed, and also taken possession 4

And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou fonnd me, O mine 
enemy? And he answered, T have found thee: because thou. 
hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of the Lorp. Behold," 
T will bring evil upon thee, and will take away thy posterity, 
and will cut off frum Ahab him that pisseth against the wall, 
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and him that is shut up and left in Israel, and will make thine 
house like the house of Jcroboam the son of Nebat, and like the 
house of Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the provocation where- 
with thou hast provoked me to anger, and made Israel to sin, 
And of Jezebel also spake the Lorp, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. Him that dieth of Ahab in the 
city the dogs shall eat; and him that dicth in the field shall the 
fowls of the air eat. 

But there was none like unto Ahab, which did sell himself to 
work wickedness in the sight of the Lorp, whom Jezebel his wife 
stirred up. And he did very abominably in following idols, 
according to all things as did the Amorites, whom the Lorp cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

And it came to pass, when Ahab heard those words, that he 
rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and 
lay in sackcloth, and went softly. And the word of the Lorp 
came to Elijah the Tishbitc, saying, Seest thou how Ahab 
humbleth himself before me? because he huubleth himself before 
me, I will not bring the evil in his days: bet in his son’s days

Benhadad ued vefused to surrender the froatier city of Ramoth-gilead, and 
Ahab, after three years’ bruce, resolved to assert by force the rights be- 
longing to him by the treaty of Aphek (sce chap. xx.). 

Jehoshaphat of Tudnh is thought to have been Ahab's vassal, because he 
married ahav’s daughter (2 Kings viii. 18).

Then the king of Israel 
gathered the prophets together, about four hundred men, and 
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‘said unto them, Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And they said, Go up; for the Lonp shall 
deliver it into the hand of the king. 

And Jehoshaphat said, Zs there not here a prophet of the Lorp 
besides, that we might enquire of him? And the king of Israel 
said unto Jehoshaphat, Phere is yet one man, Micaiah the son of 
Tnnlah, by whom we may enquire of the Larp: but JT hate him ;

Naaman was wroth, and went away, and said, Behold, T thought, 
He will surely come out to me, and stand, and call on the name 
of the Lorp his God, and strike his hand over the place, and 
recover the leper. Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of 
Damascus, better than all the waters of Isracl? may I not wash 
in them, and be clean? So he turned and went away in a rage. 
And his servants came near, and spake unto him, and said, My 
father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, wouldest 
thou not have done i¢? how much mther then, when he saith to 
thee, Wash, and be clean? Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, according to the saying of the 
man of God: and his flesh came again like. unto the flesh of a 
little child, and he was clean. 

Ang he returned to the man of God, he and all his company, 
and came, and stood before him: and heTsaid, Behold, now I 
know that there 7s no God in all the earth, but in Israel: now 
therefore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. But he 
said, As the Lorp liveth, before whom Tf stand, T will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; lut he refused. And 
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Naaman said, Shall there not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules’ burden of carth? for thy scrvant will hence- 
forth offer neither burnt offering nor sacrifice unto other gods, 
but unto the Lorn.

So 
Gchazi followed after Naaman. And when Naaman saw him 
running after him, he lighted down from the chariot to meet him, 
and said, Js all well? And he said, All is well. My master hath 
sent me, saying, Behold, even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephraim two young men of the sons of the prophets : give 
them, [ pray thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of garments. 
And Naamin said, Be content, take two talents. And be urged 
him, and bound two talents of silver in two bags, with two 
changes of garments, and laid them upon two of his servants ; 
and they bare them before him. And when he came to the 
tower, he took them from their band, and bestowed them in the 
house: and he let the men go, and they departed. But he went 
in, and stood before his master. And Elisha said unto him, 
Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And he said, Thy servant went 
no whither. And he said unto him, Went not mine heart with 
thee, when the man turned again from his chariot to meet thee?

And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab 
thy master, that I may avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of all the servants of the Lorp, at the 
hand of Jozebel.

chariot. Then said Jehu to Bidkar his captain, Take up, and 
cast him in the portion of tho field of Naboth the Jezreelite ; 
“for remember how that, when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Lox» laid this burden upon him ; surely I 
have seen yesterday the blood of Naboth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lorp ; and I will requite thee in this plat, saith 
the Lorn. Now therefore take “and cast him into the plat of 
grownd, according to the word of the Lorp. 

But when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled by the 
way of the garden house. and Jehn followed after him, and 
said, Smite him also in the chariot. And they did so at the 
going up to Gur, which is by Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo, 
and died there. And his servants carried him in a chariot to 
Jerusalem, and buried him in his sepulchre with his fathers in 
the city of David.

So Rab-shakeh returned, and found the king of Assyria war- 
ring against Libnah: for he had heard that he was departed- 
from Lachish. And when he heard say of Tirhakah king of 
Ethidpia, Behold, he is come out to fight against thee: he sent. 
messengers again unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus shall ye speak © 
to Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God in whom? 
thou trustest deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be: 
delivered into the hand of the king of Assyria. Behold, thou. 
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hast heard what the kings of Assyria have done to all lands, by 
destroying them utterly: and shalt thou be delivered? Have 
the gods of the nations delivered them which my fathers have 
destroyed ; as Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and the children 
of Eden which were in Thelasar? Where is the king of Hamath,’ 
and the king of Arpad, and the king of the city of Sepharvaim, 
of Hena, and Ivah? 

And Hezekiah received the letter of the hand of the messen- 
gers, and read it: and Hezekiah went up into the house of the 
Lorp, and spread it before the Lorp. And Iezekiah prayed 
before the Lorp, and said, O Lorp God of Israel, which dwellest 
between the cherubims, thou art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou hast made heaven and 
earth. Lorp, bow down thine ear, and hear: open, Lorp, thine 
eyes, and see: and hear the words of Sennacherib, which hath 
sent him to reproach the living God. Of a truth, Lorp, tho 
kings of Assyria have destroyed the nations and their lands, and 
have cast their gods into the fire: for they were no gods, but 
the work of men’s hands, wood and stone: therefore they have 
destroyed them.

And it came to pass that night, that the angel of the Lorp 
went out, and smote in the camp of the Assyrians an hundred 
fourscore and five thousand: and when they arose early in the 
morning, behold, they were all dead corpses. So Sennacherib 
king of Assyria departed, and went and returned and dwelt at 
Nineveh, And it came to pass, as he was worshipping in the 
house of Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and Sharezer his . 
sons smote him with the sword: and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son reigned in his 
stead. .

There were also 
that said, We have borrowed money for the king’s tribute, and 
that wpon our Jands and vineyards. Yet now our flesh is as the 
flesh of our brethren, our children as their children: and, lo, we 
bring into bondage our sont and our daughters to be servants, 
and some of our “daughters are brought unto bondage already : 

neither 7s it in our power to redeem ‘them ; for other mon have 

‘our lands and vineyards. 

And I was very angry when I heard their cry and these words, 
Then I consulted with myself, and I rebuked the noblgs, and 
the rulers, and said into them, Ye exact usury, every one of his 
brother. And I set a great assembly against them. And I said 
unto them, We after our ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto the heathen; and will ye even sell 
your brethren? or sball they be sold unto us? Then held they 
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their peace, and found nothing to answer. Also I said, It is not 
good that ye do: ought ye not to walk in the fear of our God 
Decause of the reproach of the heathen our enemies? I likewise, 
and my brethren, and my servants, might exact of them money 
and corn: T pray you, let us leave off this usury. Restore, I 
pray you, to them, even this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also the hundredth part of the 
money, and of the corn, the wine, and the vil, that ye exact of them. . 

Then said they, We will restore them, and will require nothing 
of them; so will we do as thou sayest. Then T called the priests, 
‘and took an oath of them, that they should do according to this 
promise. Also JY shook my lap, and said, So God shake out every 
man from his honse, and from his labour, that performeth not this 
promise, even thus be he shaken out, and emptied. And all the 
congregation said, Amen, and praised the Lorn. And the people 
did according to this promise. : 

Moreover from the time that T was appointed to be their 
governor in the land of Judah, from the twentieth year even” 
unto the two and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my ihcen have not eaten the bread of the. 
governor. But the former governors that had been before me 
were chargeable unto the people, and had taken of them bread 
and wine, beside forty shekcls of silver ; yea, even their servants 
bare rule over the people: but so did not I, because of the fear 
of God. Yea, also T continued in the work of this wall, neither 
bought we any land: and all my servants were gathered thither 
unto the work. Morcover there were at my table an hundred. 
and fifty of the Jews and rulers, beside those that came unto us 
from among the heathen that «re about us. Now that which was 
prepared for me daily eas one ox and six choice sheep; also fowls 
were prepared for me, and once in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this required not T the bread of the governor, 
because the bondage was heavy upon this people. 

Think upon me, my God, for good, according to all that I have 
done for this people. 





6 NOW it came to pass, when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and 
Geshem the Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, heatd that T 
had builded the wall, and that there was no breach left therein ;°: 
(though at that time I had not set up the doors upon the gates ;) 
that Sanballat and Geshem sent unto me, saying, Come, let us 
meet together in some one of the villages in the plain of Ono. 
But tficy thought to do me mischief. Arid I cent messengers 
unto them, saying, I am doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down: why should the work cease, whilst I leave it, and. 
come down to you? Yet they sent unto me four times after this 
sort ; and*T answered them after the same manner. Then sent 
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Sanballat his servant unto me in like manner the fifth time with 
an open letter in his hand ; wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith i, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel : for which cause thou buildest the wall, that thou 
mayest be their king, according to these words. And thou hast 

. also appointed prophets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, saying, 
There is a king in Judah: and now shall it be reported to the 
king according to these words. Come now therefore, and let us 
take counsel together, ‘Then I sent unto him, saying, There are 
no such things done as thou sayest, but thou feignest them out 
of thine own heart. Vor they all made us afraid, saying, Their 
hands shall be weakened from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen my hands.  ~ 

Afterward T camc unto the house of Shemaiah the son of 
Delaiah the son of Mchetaheel, who was shut up; and he said, 
Let us meet together in the house of God, within the temple, and 
let us shut the doors of the temple: for they will come to slay 
thee; yea, in the nixht will they come to slay thee. And I said, 
Should such a man as T flee? and who és there, that, being as I 
am, would go into the tomple to save his life? I will not go in, 
And, lo, T perceived that Ged had not sent him; but that he | 
pronouneed this prophecy against me: for Tobiah and Sanballat 
had hired him. "Therefore seas he hired, that I should be afraid, 
and do so, and sin, and thet they might have matter for an evil 
report, that they might reproach me. 

My God, think thou upon Tobiah and Sanballat according to 
these their works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, and the rest * 
of the prophets, that would have put me in fear. 

So the wall was finished in the twenty and fifth day of the 
month Elul, in fifty and two days. And it came to pass, that 
when all our enemies heard thereof, and all the heathen that 
were about us saw these things, they were much cast down in 
their own eyes: for they perceiyed that this work was wrought 
of our God.

When my soul fainted 
within me T remembered the Lonp : and my prayer came in unto 
thee, into thine holy temple. They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. But I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving ; I will pay that that I have vowed. 
Salvation is of the Lorp. e 

And the Lop spake unto the fish, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land, : 





3 AND the word of tho Lorp,came unto Jonah the second 
time, sayitig, Avisc, go unto Nineveh, that great city, and preach 
unto it the preaching that T bid tlice. So Jonah arose, and went 
unto Nineveh, according to the word of the Lorp. 

Now Nineveh was an exceeding great city of threo days’ 
journey. And Jonah began to enter into the city a day's 
journey, and he cried® and said, Yet forty days, aud Nineveh 
shall be overthrown. 

So the people of Nineveh believed God, and proclaimed a fast, 
and put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them even to the least 
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from his throne, and he laid his robe from him, and covered him 
with sackcloth, and sat in ashes. And he caused i to be pro- 
claimed and published through Nineveh by the decree of the 
king and his nobles, saying, Let neither man nor beast, herd 
nor flock, taste any thing: let them not fecd, nor drink water: 
but let man and beast be covered with sackcloth, and cry 
mightily unto God: yea, let them turn every one from his evil 
way, and from the violence that is in their hands. Who can tell 
if God will turn and repent, and turn away from his fierce anger, 
that we perish not ? . 

And God saw their works, that they turned from their evil 
way; and God repented of the evil, that he had said that he 
would do unto them; and he did 2 not.

Daniel. —The dete of Daniel is about 164 B.¢., in the Maccabean period, and 
the geneval subject is closely connected with the reign of Antiochus 
Epiphanes, and the persecution which he engineered against the faith 
of Isracl. The traditional date, of course, is the time of Cyrus wnd 
Nebuchadnezzar—say about 583 B.c., or @ little before. The book is 
divided in wo parts— 

(i) Chap. i—vi., the adventures of Daniel and his three friends, Hananiah, 
Misael, and Arariah, who in the third year of Jehoiachim are led captive 
by Nebuchadnexar to Babylon, They remain true to the faith of their 
Sathers, 

(it) Chap, vii.-xii., the visions of Daniel, which belong to Apocalyptic 
literature, 


8 NEBUCHADNEZZAR tho king made an image of gold, 
whose height was threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof six 
‘cubits: he set it up in the plain of Dura, in the IIL. 1-30 
province of Babylon. oF 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together the 
princes, the govornors, and the captains, the judges, the 
treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all the rulers of 
the provinces, to come to the dedication of the image which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. Then the princes, the 
governors, and captains, the judges, the treasurers, the coun- 
sellors, the sheriffs, and all the rulers of the provinces, were 
gathered together unto the dedication of the image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up; and they stood before 
the image that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

Then an herald cried aloud, To you it is commanded, O 
people, nations, and languages, that at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musick, yo fall down*and worship the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up: and whoso falleth 
not down and worshippeth shall the same hour be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. Thevefore at that time, when 
all the peaple heard the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and all kinds of musick, all the people, the nations, and 

* the languages, fell down and worshipped the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 

Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans came near, and 
accused the Jews. They spake and said to the king Nebschad- 
nezzar, O king, live for ever. Thou, O king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, shall 
fall down and worship the golden image: and whogo falleth not 
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: down and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst of a 


- burning fiery furnace. There are certain Jews whom thou hast 


_ Set over the affairs of the province of Babylon, Shadrach; 
Meshach, and Abed-nego ; these men, O king, have not regarded 
thee: they serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar in dds rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed nego. Then they brought 
these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Js i true, O Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, do 
not ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden image which I 
have sct up? Now if ye be ready that at what time ye hear the

in this matter. If it be #0, our God whom we serve is able to . 


deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver wa 


out of thine hand, O king. But if not, be it known unto thee, | 


O king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

Then was Nebuehiadn 
visage was changed 
therefore he spake, and commanded that they should heat the 
furnace one seven times more than it was wont to be heated. 
And he commanded the most mighty mn that were in his arm 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, and to cast. there 
into the burning fiery furnace. Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their hats, and their other garments, 
and were cast into the midst of the burning fiery furnace.’ 
Therefore because the king’s econmandment was urgent, and

He answered and said, Lo, I 
see four men loose, walking in the midst_of the fire, and they. 
have no hart; and the form of the fourth is like the Son of 
God. : 

Then Nebuchadnezzar camo near to the mouth of the burning: 
fiery furnace, aud spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, and

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Abed-nego, ye servants of the most high God, como forth, and 
come dither, Then Shadvach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, came 
forth of the midst of the fire. And the ptinces, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counscllors, being gathered together, 
saw these men, upon whose bodies the fire had no power, nor was 
an hair of their head singed, neither were their coats changed, 
nor the smell of firo had passed on them. 

Then Nebuchadnezzaw spake, and said, Blessed be the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Ahbed-nego, who hath sent his angel, 
and delivered | rvants that trusted in him, and have changed 
the king’s word, and yielded their hodics, that they might not 
serve nor worship any god, except their own God. “Therefore T 
make a decree, That every people, nation, and language, which 
speak any thing amiss against the God of Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and their houses shall be 
made a dunghill: because there is no other God that can deliver 
after this sort, Then the king promoted Shadrach, Meshach, and

§ BRLSHAZZAR the king made a great feast to a thousand 
of his lords, and drank wine before the thousand, Belshazzar, 
whiles he tasted the wine, commanded to bring ¥o131 
the golden and silver vessels which his father ne 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken out df the temple which zas in 
Jerusalem ; that the King, and his princes, his wives, and his 
concubines, might drink therein. Then they brought the gulden 
vessels that wore taken out of the temple of the house of God 
which eas at Jerusalem; and the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, drank in them. They drank wine, 
and praised the vods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against thecandlestick upon the plaister of thd wall 
of the king’s palace: and the king saw the part of the hand that 
wrote. Then the king’s countenance was changed, and his 
thoughts tronbled him, so that the joints of his loins were 
loosed, and his knees smote one against another. The king 
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eriéd aloud to bring in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the . 
soothsayers. And the king spake, and said to the wise men of 

Babylon, Whosoever shall read this writing, and shew me the 

interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, and have a 

chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the third ruler in the 

kingdom. Then came in all the king’s wise men: buat they 

could not read the writing, nor make known to the king the 

interpretation thereof. Then was king Belshazzar greatly 

troubled, and his countenance was changed in him, and his lords 

were astonied, 

Now the queen by reason of the words of the king and his 
lords came into the banquet house: and tho queen spake and” 
said, O king, live for ever: let not thy thoughts trouble thee, * 
nor let thy countenance be changed: there is a man in thy 
kingdom, in whom is the spirit of the holy gods; and in the 
days of thy father light and understanding and wisdom, like the 
wisdom of the gods, was found in him; whom the king Nebu- 
chadnezzar thy father, the king, Z say, thy father, made master 
of the magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, and soothsayers ; foras- 
much as an excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing of hard sentences, and 

‘dissolving of doubts, were found in the samo Daniel, whom the 
king named Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. 

Then was Daniel brought in before the king. And the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, 474 thou that Daniel, which art of 
the children of the captivity of Judah, whom the king my father 
brought out of Jewry? 7 have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light and understanding 
and excellent wisdom is found in thee. And now the wise men, 
the astrologers, have been brought in before mo, that they should 
read this writing, and make known unto me the interpretation 
thereof: but they could not shew the interpretation of the 
thing: and I have heard of thse, that thou canst make intorpre- 
tations, and dissolve doubts: now if thou canst read the writing, 
and make known to me the interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
elothed with scarlet, and ave a chain of gold about thy neck, 
and shalt be the third ruler-in the kingdom. “ 

Then Daniel answered and said before the king, Let thy gifts 
bo to thyself, and give thy rewards to another; yet I will read.’ 
the writing unto the king, and make known to him the interpre- - 
tation. O thou kiny, the most high God gave Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and honour: and 
for the majesty that he gave him, all’ people, nations, and” 
languages, trembled and feared before him: whom he would he 
slew; and whom he would he kept alive; and whom he would: 
he set up; and whom he would he put down, But when his 
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heart was lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they took his glory from 
him: and he was driven from the sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwelling was with the wild asses; 
they fed him with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven; till he knew that the most high God ruled in 
the kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over it whomsoever 
he will. And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled 
thine heart, though thou knewest all this; but hast lifted up 
thyself against the Lord of heaven; and they have brought the 
vessels of his house before thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy 
wives, and thy concubines, have drunk wine in them; and 
thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stune, which sce not, nor hear, nor know: and the 
God in whose hand thy breath is, and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified : then was the part of the hand sent from 
him ; and this writing was written. 

And this is the writing that was written, MENE, MENE, 
TEKEL, UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation of the thing ; 
MENE; God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found 
wanting. PERENS; Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the 
Medes and Persians. 

Then commanded Belshazzar, and they clothed Daniel with 
scarlet, and put a chain of gold about his neck, and made a 
proclamation concerning him, that he should be the third ruler 
* in the kingdom. 

© In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans 

slain. And Darius the Median! took the kingdom, being about 

threescore and two yeas old. 


6 IT pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hundred and 
twenty princes, which should be ever the whole kingdom ; and 
over these three presidents ; of whom Daniel 2as - 

first; that the princes might give accounts unto Ad d28 
them, and the king should have no damage. Then this Daniel 
was preferyed above the presifents and princes, because an excel- 
lent spirit sas in him; and the king thought to set him over the 
whole realm. 

Then the presidents and princes sought to find occasion against 
Daniel concerning the kingdom; but they could find none 
occasion nor fault ; forasmuch as he 2as faithful, neitheg was 
there any error or faulf found in him. Then said these men, Wo 
shall not find any occasion against this Daniel, except we find it. 
against him concerning the law of his God. Then these presidents 


1 Of course it was not Darius, but Cyrus, 
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and princes assembled together to the king, and said thus 
unto him, King Darius, live for ever. All the presidents of the 
kingdom, the governors, and the princes, the counsellors, and the 
captains, have consulted together to establish a royal statute, 
and to make a firm decree, that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall 
he cast into the den of lions. Now, O king, establish the decree, , 
and sign the writing, that it be not changed, according to the 
law of the Medes and Persians, which altereth not. Wherefore * 
king Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

Now when Danicl knew that the writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and his windows. being open in his chamber 
toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his knees three times a day, 
and prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did aforetime. 
Then these men assembled, and found Danie! praying and mak- 
ing supplication before his God. Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concerning the king’s decree; Hast thou 
not signed a decree, that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, save of thee, O king, 
shall ‘be cast into the den of lions? The king answered and 
said, The thing is truce, according to the law of the Medes 
and Persians, which altereth not. Then answered they and ~ 
said before the king, That Danicl, which is of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor the 
decreo that thou hast signed, but maketh his petition three 
times a day. ‘ : , 

Then the king, when he heard these words, was sore displeased 
with himself, and set Ais heart on Danicl to deliver him: and he 
laboured till the going down of the sun to deliver him. Then 
these men assembled unto the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the law of the Medes and Persians is, That 
no decree nor statute which the king establisheth may be changed. 
Then the king commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast 
him into the den of lions. vow the king spake and said unto © 
Danicl, Thy God whom thou servest continually, he will deliver 
thee. And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the 
den; and the king sealed it with his own signet, and with the.” 
signet of his lords ; that the purpose might not be changed con- 
cerning Daniel. 

Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night fast- 
ing: neither were instruments of musick brought before him: 
and his sleep went from him. Then the king arose very carly 
in tl: morning, and went in haste unto-the den of lions. And 
when he came to the den, he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel: and the king spake and said to Daniel, O Daniel, ser- 
vant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou servest continually, 
able to deliver thee from the lions? Then said Daniel unto the 
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king, O king, live for ever. My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they have not hurt me: foras- 

, much as before him innocency was found in me; and also before 

* thee, O king, have I done no hurt. Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that they should take Daniel up 
out of the den. So Daniel was taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found upon him, because he believed in his 
God. 

And the king commanded, and they brought these men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den of lions, 
them, their children, and their wives; and the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottom of the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, that dwell in all the earth ; Peace be multiplied unto you. 
I make a decree, That in every dominion of my kingdom men 
tremble and fear before the God of Daniel: for he is the living 
God, and stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that which shall not 
be destroyed, and his dominion shail be even unto the end. He 
delivereth and rescueth, and he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in carth, who hath delivered Daniel from the 
power of the lions. 

So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in the 
reign of Cyrus the Persian, :

Esther.— The Book of Estivv originated ia Persia. Fis date is about 180 BG. 
Tt narrates how, atter the repudiation of Vashti, er, the adopted 
daughter of the Jewish cui Mordecai, becume the wife, or consort, of the 
Persian king, Ahusmevas (Xevies), aud froma this position of advantage, 
broke up the plot of Hamen, the cnemy of the dows, auc secured for har 
countrymen @ blooly revenge. 

Ef it be vegarded purely as a vomaunee, then Esther becoines a sort of 
Scheheverade of the Thuusind and One Nights. Dut, asa eanonical book, 
it is vepulsive in le extreme, beeause it breathes a spirit of fierce Je 
hatred and Tf it wes composed during the Macaloan

1 NOW it came to pass in the days of Ahasuerus, (this ds 
Ahasuerus which reigned, from India even unto Ethiopia, over - 
an hundred and seven and twenty provinces :) 
The Story Of that in those days, when the king Ahasuerus sat 
I as on the throne of his kingdom, | which was in 
aa Shushan the palace, in the third year of his reign, 
he made a feast unto all his princes and his servants ; the power 
of Persia and Media, the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him: when he shewed the riches of his glorious . 
kingdom and the honour of his excellent majesty many days, 
even an hundred and fourscore days. 

And when these days were expired, the king made a feast 
unto all the pcople that were present in Shushan the palace,: 
both unto great and small, seven days, in the court of the garden 
of the king’s palace ; where were white, green, and blue, hangings, 
fastened with cords of fine linen and purple to silver rings and 
pillars of marble; the beds-wer of gold and silver, upon’ a 
pavement of red, and blue, and white, and black, marble. And 
they gave them drink in vessels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in abundance, according to” 
the state of the king. And the drinking eas according to the 
law ;. none did compel; for so the king had appointed to all the 
officers of his house, that they should “do according to every 
man’s pleasure. Also Vashti the queen made a feast for the 
women i the royal house which belonged to king Ahasuerus, 

On the seventh day, when the heart of the king was merry 
with wine, hc commanded Mehuman, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, 
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and Abagtha, Zethar, and Careas, the seven chamberlains that 
served in the presence of Ahasuerus the king, to bring Vashti 
the queen before the king with the crown royal, to shew the 
people and the princes her beauty: for she eas fair to look on. 
But the queen Vashti refused to come at the king’s command- 
ment by his chamberlains: therefore was the king very wroth, 
and his anger burned in him. 

Then the king said to the wise men, which knew the times, 
(for so zcas the king’s manner toward all that knew law and 
judgment: and the next unto him as Carshena, Shethar, 
Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marscna, and Memucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Media, which saw the king’s face, and 
which sat the first in the kingdom ;) What shall we do unto the 
queen Vashti according to law, because she hath not performed 
the commandment of the king Ahasucrus by the chambcrlains? 

* And Memucan answered before the king and the princes, 
Vashti the queen hath not done wrong to the king only, but 
also to all the princes, and to all the people that a7e in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus. Vor this deed of the queen 
shall come abroad unto all women, so that they shall despise their 
husbands in their eyes, when it shall be reported, The king 

_ Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the queen to be brought in before 
him, but she came not. Likewise shall the ladies of Persia and 
Media say this day unto all the king’s princes, which have heard 
of the deed of the queen. Thus shall there arise too much 
contempt and wrath. If it please the king, let there go a royal 
commandment from him, and let it be written among the laws of 
the Persians and the Medes, that it be not altered, That Vashti 
come no more before king Ahasucrus ; and let the king give her 
royal estate unto another that is better than she. And when 
the king’s decree which he shail make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is great,) all the wives shall 
give to their husbands honour, both to great and small. 

And the saying pleased the kmg and the princes; and the 
king did according to the word of Memucan: for he sent letters 
into all the king’s provinces, into every province according to the 
writing thereof, and to every people after their language, that 
every mansshould bear rule in histown house, and that i¢ should 
be published according to the language of every people. 


2 AFTER these things, when the wrath of king Ahasuerus 
was appeased, he remembered Vashti, and what she had done, 
and what was decreey against her. Then said e 
the king’s servants that ministered unto him, Let The Stocy of 
there be fair young virgins sought for the king: ie wen 
and let the king appoint officers in all the med 
provinces of his kingdom, that they may gather together all the 
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> fair young virgins unto Shushan the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of Hege the king’s chamberlain, keeper 
of the women; and let their things for purification be given 
them: and let the maiden which pleaseth the king be queen 
instead of Vashti. And the thing pleased the king; and he 
did so. 

Now in Shushan the palace there was a certain Jew, whose 
name was Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of Shimei, the 
son of Kish, a Benjamite; who had beon carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which had been carried away with © 
Jeconiah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon had carried away. And he brought up Hadassah, that 
is, Usther, his uncle’s daugliter : for she had neither father nor 
mother, and the maid aeas fair and beautiful ; whom Mordecai, 
when her father and mother wero dead, took for his own 
daughter. 

So it camo to pass, when the king’s commandment and_ his 
decree was heard, and when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shushan the palace, to ‘the custody of Hegai, that 
Esther was brought also unto the king’s house, to the custody of 
Hegai, keeper of the women. And the maiden pleased him, and 


she obtained kindness of him; and he speedily gave her her :.. 


things for purification, with such things as belonged to her, and 
seven maidens, which were meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house : and he preferred her and her maids unto the best place of 
the house of the women. Esther had not shewed her people nor 
her kindred : for Mordecai had charged her that she should not 
shew it. And Mordecai walked every day before the court of 
the women’s house, to know how Esther did, and what should 
become of her. 

Now when every maid’s turn was come to go in to king 
Ahasuerus, after that she had been twelve months, according to 
the manner of the women, (for so were the days of their 
purifications accomplished, to eit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweot odours, and with other things for the 
purifying of the women ;) then thus came every maiden unto the 
king ; whatsoever she desired was given her to go with her out 
of the house of the women “unto the king’s hous. In the 
evening she went, and on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the custody of Shaashgaz, the 
king’s chamberlain, which kept the concubines : she came in 
unto the king no more, except the king delighted in her, and 
that che were called by name. a 

Now when the turn’ of Esther, the daughter of Abihail the 
uncle of Mordecai, who had taken her for his daughter, was come 
to go in unto the king, she required nothing but what Hegai the 
king’s chamberlain, the keeper of the women, appointed, And , 
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Esther obtained favour in the sight of all thom that looked upon 
- her. So Esther was taken unto king Ahasuerus into his house 
~ royal in the tenth month, which is the month Tebeth, in the 
seventh year of his reign. And the king loved Esther above all 
the women, and she obtained grace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins; so that he set the royal crown upon her 
head, and made her queen instead of Vashti. Then the king 
made a great feast unto all his princes and his servants, even 
Esther's feast ; and he made a release to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the state of the king. 

And when the virgins were gathcred together the second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. Esther had not yet 
shewed her kindred nor her people; as Mordecai had charged 
her: for Esther did the commandment of Mordecai, like as when 
she was brought up with him. 

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, two of 


the king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of those which ~ 


kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. And tho thing was known to Mordecai, who told 
it unto Esther the queen; and Esther certified the king thereof 
in Mordecai’s name. And when inquisition was made of the 
matter, it was found out; therefore they were both hanged on a 
treo: and it was written in the book of the chronicles before the 
king. 


3 AFTER these things did king Ahasuerus promote Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, and advanced him, and 
set his scat above all the princes that were with him. And all 
the king’s servants, that rere in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman: for the king had so commanded concerning 
him. But Mordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence. Then 
“the King’s servants, which were in the king’s gate, said unto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest_ thou the king’s commandment? 
Now it came to pass, when ther spake daily unto him, and he 
hearkened not unto them, that they told Haman, to see whether 
Mordecai’s matters would stand: for he had told them that he 
wasa Jew. And when Haman saw that Mordecai bowed not, 
nor did him reverence, then WwastHaman full of wrath. And he 
thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai alone; for they had 
shewed him the people of Mordecai: wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mordecai. 

In the first month, that is, the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
year of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that is, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from month to month, to the 
twelfth month, that is, the month Adar. And Haman said unto 


king Ahasuerus, There is a certain people scattered abroad and - 
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. dispersed among the people in all the provinces of thy kingdom ; 
‘and their laws are diverse from all people ; neither keep they the 
king’s laws: therefore it is not for the king’s profit to suffer 
them. If it please the king, let it be written that they may be 
destroyed: and T will pay ten thousand talents of silver to the, 
hands of those that have the charge of the business, to bring i¢ 
into the king's treasuries, And the king took his ring from hig 
hand, and gave it unto Haman the son of Hammedatha the 
Agagite, the Jews’ enemy. And the king said unto Haman, The 
silver is given to thee, the people also, to do with them as it 
seemeth good to thee, 

Then were the king’s scribes called on the thirteenth day of 
tho first month, and there was written according to all that 
Flaman had commanded unto the king’s lieutenants, and to the 
governors that were over every provinces, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their language; in the namo of king 
Ahasuerus was it written, and sealed with the king’s ring. And 
the letters were sent by posts into all the king’s provinces, to 
destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, both young and 
old, little children and women, in one day, even upon the thirteenth 


day of the twolfth month, which is the month Adar, and to take -* 


the spoil of them for a prey. The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every province was published unto 
all people, that they should be ready against that day. The 


posts went out, being hastened by the kiny’s commandment, and . » 


the decree was given in Shushan the palace, And the king and 
Haman sat down to dink ; but the city Shushan was perplexed, 


4 WHEN Mordeeai perceived all that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with ashes, and went out into 
the midst of the city, and cried with a loud and a bitter ery ; and 
came even before the King’s gato: for none might enter into the 
king’s gate clothed with sacksloth. And in every province, 
whithorsoever tho king’s commandment and his decree came, 
there was great mourning among tho Jews, and fasting, and 
wecping, and wailing ; and many lay in sackcloth and ashes, 
So Esther's maids and her chamberlains came and told 2 her. 
Thou was the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she sent raiment 
to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his sackcloth from him; 
but he reeeived iz not. Then called” Esther for Hatach, one of 
the king’s hamberlains, whom he had xppointed to attend upon 
her, and gave hima commandnient to Mordecai, to know what it 
was, and why it was. So Hatach went forth to Mordecai unto 
the street. of the city, which was before the king’s gate. And 
Mordocai told him of all that had happened unio him, and of 
the sum of the money that Haman had promised to pay to the 
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king's treasuries for the Jews, to destroy them. Also he gave 
him the copy of the writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to shew i4 unto Esther, and to declare 

, unto her, and to charge her that she should go in unto the king, 
to make supplication unto him, and to make request before him 
for her people, And Hatach came and told Esther the words of 
Mordecai. 

Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave him commandment 
unto Mordecai; All the king’s servants, and the people of the 
king’s provinces, do know, that whosvever, whether man or 
woman, shall come unto the king into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law of his to put him to death, except such to 
whom the’ king shall hold out the golden sceptre, that he may 
live: but I have not been called to come in unto the king these 
thirty days. And they told to Mordecai Esther’s words, 

Then Mordecai commanded to answer Esther, Think not with 
thyself that thou shalt escape in the king’s house, more than all 





the Jews. For if thou altogether holdest thy peace at this time, >, 


then shall there enlargement and deliverance arise to the Jews 
from another place ; but thou and thy father’s house shall be 
destroyed : and who knoweth whether thou art come to the 
kingdom for svch a time as this? 

Then Esther bade them return Mordecai this answer, Go, 
gather together all the Jews that are present in Shushan, and _ 
fast ye for me, and neither eat nor drink three days, night or 
day: T also and my maidens will fast likewise; and so will I go 
in unto the king, which is not according to the law: and if I 
perish, T perish. So Mordecai went his way, and did according 
to all that Esther had commanded him. 


5 NOW it cunc to pass on the third day, that Esther put on 
her voyal upparcl, and stood in the inner court of the king’s 
house, over against the king’s house : and the king sat upon his 
royal throne in the royal housc over against the gate of the 
house. And it was so, when the king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, that she obtained favour in his sight: and 
- the king held out to Esther the golden sceptre that was in his 
hand. Sq Esther drew near, and touched the top of the sceptre. 
Then said the king unto her, What wilt thou, queen Esther? 
and what is thy request? it shall be even given thee to the half 
of the kingdom. And Esther answered, If it seem good unto the 
king, let the king and Haman come this day unto the banquet 
that I have propared_for him. Then the king said, CauseHaman 
to make haste, that he may do as Esther hath said. So the king 
and Haman came to the banquet that Esther had prepared. 
And the king said unto Esther at the banquet of wine, What 
is thy petition ? and it shall be granted thee: and what is thy 
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request ? even to the half of the kingdom it shall be performed. 
Then answered Esther, and said, My petition and my request 18; 
Tf I have found favour in the sight of the king, and if it please 
the king to grant my petition, and to perform my request, let 
the king and Haman come to the banquet that I shall prepare, 
for them, and T will do to morrow as the king hath said. 

Then went Haman forth that day joyful and with a glad 
heart: but when Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s gate, that 
he stood not up, nor moved for him, he was full of indignation 
against Mordecai. Nevertheless Haman refrained himself : and 
when he came home, he sent and called for his friends, and | 
Zeresh his wife. And Haman told them of the glory of his 
riches, and the multitude of his children, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, and how he had advanced 
him above the princes and servants of the king. Haman said 
moreover, Yea, Esther the queen did let no man come in with 
the king unto the banquet that she had prepared but myself ; 
and to morrow am I invited unto her also with the king. Yet ° 
all this availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gatc. ‘Then said Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends unto him, Let a gallows be made of fifty cubits high, 
and to morrow speak thou unto the king that Mordecai may be 
hanged thereon ; then go thou in merrily with the king unto the 
banquet. And the thing pleased Haman ; and he caused the 
gallows to be made. 


6 ON that night could not the king sleep, and he commanded 
to bring the book of records of the chronicles ; and they were 
read before the king. And it was found written, that Mordceai 
had told of Bigthana and Teresh, two of the king’s chamberlains, 
the keepers of the door, who sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. 

And the king said, What honour and dignity hath been done 
to Mordecai for this? Then*said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him, There is nothing done for him. And the 
king said, Who is in the court? Now Haman was come into the 
outward court of the king’s house, to.speak unto the king to hang 
Mordecai on the gallows that hé had prepared for him.« And the 
king’s servants said unto him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court. And the king said, Let him come in. 

So Tlaman came in. And the king said unto him, What shall 
be done unto the man whom the king delightcth to honour? 
Now Haman thought in his heart, To whom would the king 
delight to do honour more than to myself? And Haman answered 
the king, For the man whom the king delighteth to honour, let 
the royal apparel be brought which the king useth to wear, and 
the horse that the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which 
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is set upon his head : and let this apparel and horse be delivered 

to the hand of one of the king’s most noble princes, that they 

may array the man withal whom the king delighteth to honour, 

and bring him on horseback through the street of the city, and 
dproclaim before him, Thus shall it be done to the man whom the 
‘King delighteth to honour, 

Then the king said to Haman, Make haste, and take the 
apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, and do even so to 
Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at the king’s gate: let nothing 
fail of all that thou ha: spoken. Then took Haman the apparel 
and the horse, and a yed Mordecai, and brought him on horse- 
back through the strecé of the city, and proclaimed before him, 
Thus shall it be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 

And Mordecai came again to the king’s gate. But Haman 
hasted to his house mourning, and having his head covered, 
And Haman told Zeresh his’ wife and all his friends every 
thing that had befallen him, Then said his wiso men and 
Zercsh his wife unto him, Tf Mordecai be of the seed of the 
Jows, before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt not 
prevail ayainst him, but shalt surely fall before him. And 
while they were yet talking with him, came the king’s chamber- 
lains, and hasted to bring Haman unto the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 











7 SO the king and Haman came to banquet with Esther the - 
queen. And the king said again unto Esther on the second day 
at the banquet of wine, What ds thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee + and what ¢s thy request? and it 
shall be performed, exen to the half of the kingdom. Then 
Esther the queen answered and said, Tf I have found favour in 
thy sight, O king, and if it please the king, let my life be given 
me at my petition, and my people at my request: for we are 
sold, I and my people, to be “destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. But if we had been sold for bondmen and bondwomen, 
Thad held my tongue, although the enemy could not countervail 
the king’s damage. “ 

Then the king Ahasucrus ansivered and said unto Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where js he, that durst presume in his 
heart to do so? And Esther said, The adversary and enemy is 
this wicked Haman. Then Haman was afraid before the king 
and the queen. . 

And the king arising from the banquet of wine in his wrath 
went into the palace garden: and Haman stood up to make 
request for his life to Esther the queen ; for he saw that there 
was evil determined against him by the king. Then the king 
returned out of the palace garden into the place of the banquet 
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of wine; and Haman was fallen upon the bed whereon Esther 
~ was. Then said the king, Will he force the queen also before ~ 
me in the house? As the word went out of the king’s mouth, 
they covered Haman’s face. And Harbonah, one of the chamber- 
Jains, said before the king, Behold also, the gallows fifty cubits, 
high, which Haman had made for Mordecai, who had spoken 
good for the king, standeth in the house of Haman. Then the 
king said, Hang him thereon. So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for Mordécai. Then was the king’s 
wrath pacified. . 


8 ON that day did the king Ahasuerus give the house of 
Haman the Jews’ cnemy unto Esther the queen. And Mordecai 
came before the king; for Esther had told what he was unto 
her, And the king took off his ring, which he had taken from 
Haman, and gave it unto Mordecai. And Esther set. Mordecai 
over the house of Haman. 

‘And Esther spake yet again before the king, and fell down at 
his fect, and besought him with tears to put away the mischief 
of Haman the Agagite, and his device that he had devised 
against the Jews. Then the king held ont the golden sceptre 
toward Esther. So Esther arose, and stood before the king, and 
said, If it plcase the king, and if T have found fayour in his sight, 
and the thing seem right before the king, and I be pleasing in his 
eyes, let it be written to reverse the letters devised by Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the agite, which he wrote to destroy 
the Jews which are in all the king’s provinces: for how can I- 
endure to see the evil that shall come unto my people? or how 
can I endure to sec the destruction of my kindred # 

Then the king Ahasuerus said unto Esther the queen and to 
Mordecai the Jew, Behold, I have given Esther the house of 
Taman, and hin they have banged upon the gallows, because he 
laid his hand upon the Jews. Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, ead scal it with the king’s ring: 
for the writing which is written in the king's name, and sealed 
with the king’s ring, may no man reverse. 

Then were the king’s scribes called at that time in the third 
month, that is, the month Sivan; on ‘the three and twenticth day 
thereof ; and it was written according to all that Mordecai com- 
manded unto the Jews, and to the licutenants, and the deputies 
and rulers of the provinces which ae from Tndia unto Ethiopia, 
an hundred twenty and seven provinces, unto every province 
accordime to the writing thereof, and untg every people after 
their language, and to the Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language. And he wrote in the king Ahasuerus’ 
name, and sealed it with the king’s ring, and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, avd riders on mules, camels, and young dromedaries:

wherein the king granted the Jews which were in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to stand for their life, to destroy, 
to slay, and to cause to perish,-all the power of the people and 
province that would assault them, both little ones and women, 
«and to take the spoil of them for a prey, upon one day in all the 
provinces of king Ahasuerus, namely, upon the thirteenth day of 
the twelfth month, which is the month Adar. The copy of the 
writing for a commandment to be given in every province was 
published unto all people, and that the Jews should be ready 
against that day to avenge themselves on their enemies. So the 
posts that rode upon mules end camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s commandment. And the decree 
was given at Shushan the palace. 

And Mordecai went out from the presence of the king in royal 
apparel of blue and white, and with a great crown of gold, and 
with a garment of fine linen and purple: and the city of Shushan 
rejoiced and was glad. The Jews had light, and gladness, and. 
joy, and honour, And in every province, and in every city, 
whithersocver the king’s commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a feast and a good day, And 
many of the people of the land became Jews ; for the fear of the 
Jews fell upon them. 


’ Q NOW in the twelfth month, that is, the month Adar, on the 
thirteenth day of the same, when the king’s commandment and 
his decree drew near to be put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have power over them, (though it 
wag turned to the contrary, that the Jews had rule over them 
.that hated them ;) the Jews gathered themselves together in 
their cities throughout all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their hurt: and no man could 
withstand them ; for the fear of them fell upon all people. And 
all the rulers of the provinces, and the lieutenants, and the 
deputies, and officers of the kircg, helped the Jews; because the 
fear of Mordecai fell upon them. For Mordecai was great in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out throughout all the provinces: 
for this man Mordecai waxed greater and greater. 

Thus she Jows smote all their enemies with the stroke of the 
sword, and slaughter, and destruction, and did what they would. 
unto those that hated them, And in Shushan the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed five hundred men. And Parshandatha, 
and Dalphon, and. Aspatha, and Poratha, and Adalia, and Ari- 
datha, and Parmashta, and Arisai, and Aridai, and Vajezatha, 
the ten sons of Haman the son of Hammedatha, the enemy of 
the Jows, slew they; but on the spoil laid they not their hand. 

On that day the number of those that were slain in Shushan 
the palace was brought before the king. And the king said 
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unto Esther the queen, The Jews have slain and destroyed five 
hundred men in Shushan the palace, and the ten sons: of 
Haman; what have they done in the rest of the king’s pro- 
vinces? now what is thy petition? and it shall be granted thee: 
or what is thy request further? and it shall be done. 

Then said Esther, If it please the king, let it be granted to 
the Jews which are in Shushan to do to morrow also according 
unto this day’s deerce, and let Haman’s ten sons be hanged 
upon the gallows. And the king commanded it so to be done: 
and the decree was given at Shushan ; and they hanged Haman’s 
ten sons. Vor the Jews that were in Shushan gathered then* 
selves together on the fourtcenth day also of the month Adar, 
and slew three hundred men at Shushan; but on the prey they 
laid not their hand. 

But the other Jews that eere in the king’s provinces gathered 
themselves together, and stood for their lives, and had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their foes seventy and five thousand, 
but they laid not their hands on the prey, on the thirteenth day 
of the month Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the same 
rested they, and made it a day of feasting and gladness. But 
the Jews that were at Shushan assembled together on the 
thirtconth day thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof ; and on 
the fifteenth day of the same they rested, and made it a day 
of feasting and gladness. Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwe}t in the unwalled towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar a day of gladness and feasting, and a good day, 
and of sending portions one to another. 

And Mordecai wrote these things, and sent letters unto all 
the Jews that were in all the provinees of the king Ahasuerus,, 
both nigh and far, to stablish this among thom, that they should 
keep the fourteenth day of the month Adar, and the fifteenth day 
of the same, yearly, as the days whercin the Jews rested from 
their enemics, and the month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourning into a good day: that 
they should make them days of feasting and joy, and of sending 
portions one to another, and gifts to the poor, And the Jews 
undertook to do as they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; because Haman the son of Hanmedatha, 
tho Agagite, the enemy of all the Jows, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast Pur, that 7s, the lot, to 
consume them, and to destroy them; but when Esther came- 
before the king, he commandce by letters that his wicked 
device, which he devised against the Jews, should return upon 
his own head, and that he and his sons should be hanged on 
the gallows. Wherefore they called these days Purim after the 
name of Pur. Therefore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concerning this matter, and which 
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had come unto them, the Jews ordained, and took upon them, 
and upon their sced, and upon all such as joined themselves 
unto them, so as it should not fail, that they would keep these 
two days according to their writing, and according to their 
appointed time every year; and that these days should be 
remembered and kept throughout every generation, every family, 
every province, and every city; and that these days of Purim 
should not fail from among the Jews, nor the memorial of them 
perish from their sced. 

Then Esther the queen, the daughter of Abihail, and Mor- 
decai the Jew, wrote with all authority, to confirm this second 
letter of Purim. And he sent the letters unto all the Jews, to 
the hundred twenty and seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, with words of peace and truth, to confirm these 
days of Purim in their times appointed, according as Mordecai 
the Jew and Esther the queen had enjoined them, and as they 
had deerced for themselves and for their seed, the matters of 
the fastings and their cry. And the decree of Esther confirmed 
these matters of Purim ; and it was written in the book,

ISAIAH 


The Book of Isaiah His been justly described as “A mosaic of fragments which 
have been worked over again and again” —almost down to the birth of 
Christ, 

Asaiah—that is to say, the historical Isuiuh—lived. at a time of critical import. 
ance (sce Introductory Essays, §§ v. and vi.), when after the downfall of 
Isracl_ Judah became the sole representative of the faith of Jahveh, 
736-650 (2). He is supposed to have suffered & martyr's death in the 
reign of Manassch (Heb. xi, 37). 


lst Section. —Chap. i-xii, Discourses addressed exclusively to Judah and 
Asract, 5 


1 THE vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, which he saw con- 
cerning Judah and Jerusalem in the days of 

Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of 1 1-20 
Judah, 

Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth: for the Lorp hath 
spoken, I have nourished and brought up children, and they have 
rebelled against me. The ax knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: but Israel doth not know, my people doth not 
consider. 

Ab sinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a seed of evil- 
doors, children that are corrupters : they have forsaken the Lorn, 
they have provoked the Holy One“of Israel unto anger, they are 
gone away backward. Why should ye be stricken any more? ye 
will revolt more and more: the whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. From the sole of, the foot even unto the head there 
is no soundugss in it; dué wound? and bruises, and putrifying 
sores : they have not been closed, neither bound up, neither molli- 
fied with ointment. Your country is desolate, your citigs are 
burned with five: your land, strangers devour it in your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by strangers. And the daughter 
of Zion is left as a cotgage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a @arden 
of cucumbers, as a besieged city. Except the Lorp of hosts had 
left unto us a very small remnant, we should have been as Sodom, 
and we should have been like unto Gomorrah. 

Hear the word of the Lorn, ye rulers of Sodom 3 give ear unto 
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the law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. To what purpose is 
the multitude of your sacrifices unto me? saith the Lorp : Tam 
full of the burnt offerings of rams, and the fat of fed beasts ; and 
T delight not in the blood of bullocks, or of Jambs, or of he goats. 
When ye como to appear before me, who hath required this at 
your hand, to tread my courts? Bring no more vain oblations ; 
incense is an abomination unto me ; the new moons and sabbaths, 
the calling of assemblies, I cannot away with ; it is iniquity, even 
the solemn meeting. Your new moons and your appointed feasts 
my soul hateth ; they are a trouble unto me; I am weary to bear 
them. And when ye spread forth your hands, I will hide mine 
eyes from you: yea, when ye make many prayers, I will not hear: 
your hands are full of blood. Wash you, make you clean ; put 
away the evil of your doings from before mine eyes; cease to 
do evil; learn to do well ; seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the widow. 

Come now, and let us reason together, saith the Lorp: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow ; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be as wool. If ye be willing and 
obedient, ye shall eat the good of the land: but if ye refuse and 
rebel, ye shall be devoured with the sword ; for the mouth of the 
Lorp hath spoken it. :

What could have been done more to my vineyard, 
that T have not done in it? wherefore, when I looked that it 
should bring forth grapes, brought it forth wild grapes? And 
now go to; [will tell you what 1 will do to my vineyard: T will 
take away the hedge thereof, and it shall be eaten up ; and break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden down : and f will 
lay it waste: it shall not be pruned, nor digged ; but there shall 
come up briers and thorns : T will also command the clouds that 
they rain no rain upon it.

For thou hast XXV.-XXVI 
made of « city an heap; of a defenced city a aaa 
ruin: a palace of strangers to be no city; it shall never be built. 
Therefore shall the strong people glorify thee, the city of the 
terrible nations shall fear thee.

blood. And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, and the 
heavens shall be rolled together asa scroll: and all their host 
shall fall down, as the Icaf falleth off from the vine, and as 
a falling fig from the fig tree. 
For my sword shall be bathed im heaven : behold, it shall

characteristics meet us in the Book of Jeremiah. First, it 


“Tsremiah. -—Thr 
is more largely autobiographical than other prophetic books. Second, it . 
reveals more of the persouul character of Jeremiah himself than is usual 
in such works, and in @ sense anticipates some of the personal religion of 
the Psalter. Third, it is largely influenced by the discovery of the Book 
of Deuteronomy. Jeremiah was the prophet of the decline and full of the 
Kingdom of Judah. Having wen called to his sarved mission in lhe 
thirteenth ycar of Josich (626 8.0.), he lived through the of Tasiah’s 

Jehoiah Sehuiachin, Tcheluchin and Ledekich. Shortly 

after the fall of Jerusalem in 586 3.0. Jeremiah was carricd against his 
will into Egupt, where we lose sight of him. Five years after his call to 
be a prophet, tn the eighteenth year of Josiah (621), the Book of the Lax. 
(that is to say, Deuteronomy in its original form) was discovered by 
Hilkiah in the Tenple, and we find thet the influence of the Deuteronomic 
author ix very strong upon some of the later parts of Jeremiah’s book. As 
we know, the compilers of the Books of Judges and Kings wrote under 
Deuteronomie influence, wut sume of the phrases ave parallel with the 
phrases of Seremiuh. For instunce, “Men of Judah and inhabitants of 
Jerusalem.” (Compare Jeremiah iv. 4, with 2 Kings xxiii, 2.) The 

phrase “ Vanity” and “vanities” as applied fo unreal gods is found 
Jeremiah ii. 6, 1 Kings xvi. 13, and Deuteronomy xXxxil 21. Apart 

Srom the discovery of Deuteronomy wy and the reformation of Josiah’s reign, 
_ the other most. decisive date in Jeremial’s prophetic ministry occurs in the 

reign of Jehviachim. In 605 Bc. Pharaoh Necoh tried to cross the 
Euphrates, and was defeated by Nebuchadnezzar at Carchemish. There 
was an end henceforth of Egyptian ambitions, and Jeremiah ‘himself, 
quickly grasping the change, saw that Nebuchadnezzar was going to- be the. 
great monarch of the future, who would contral the whole of Western Asia, 
Hence Jeremiah constantly urged the Kings of Judah to yield to the 
dnevitable and accept a condition of dependence upon Babylon. The 
autobiographical part of the- book (chepter xxxvi.) is concerned with the 
eirewmsteanees under which Jeremiuh’s prophecics were first committed to 
writing by Barwh. That occurred in the fourth year of Schoiachim 
(604 B, In 603 Baruch. read the roll publicly before the people, and 
the King Ichoiachim, heaving of its contents, ordered it to be brought 
before him, eut it in pricecs and burned it in the fire. After the destruction 
o& the roll Jeremiah ordered Baruch To rewrile is contents in a second rou, 
and to add “besides many like words.” This roll must evidently hare 
Formed the uucleus of the existing Book of Jeremiah. How and, when 
other parts were added we do not now, but the process must have been 
agradual one, and was not completed until long after the death both of 
Baruch and of Jeremiah, It is supy sed that the process of amalgamation 
and revision ton as late as the second century of our evra, Lt is 
noticcuble that in the Book of Seveiniah the teat of the Septuagint differs 
more widely from the Hebrew than is the case in any other Part of the 
Old Testament. 

So far as Jeremiuh’s personal checracter is concerned, we can understand: 
awwhy he was supposed to be the author of the Book of ” Lamentations. ds 
Dr. Driver says, his was “ @ swsee ible, deeply emotional naturc’—much 
more of «& uxeping prophet then Isaian ; and it is for this reason, no doubt, 
that Mr. Matthew Arnold accounted him as inferior io Iscich. As @ 
matter of fact, howerer, he was considered by the Jews themscives as at 


least equal, if not superior lo ull the other prophets, especially perhaps 
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because of the clear indication to be found in his chapicrs of personal picty 
and dependence upon Jahech. By this life of personal communion with 
the Deity, Jeremiah became the spiritual father of the Psalmists, He 
belongs to the best ling of propheticthaught, because to him external rites and 
ceremonies were sas compared with the religion of the souk. There 
is a qreat deal of differcnee in this x 4 intucen him and Exkiel, and 
still move between hin und the oficial priestly writers. 
9 OH that my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people! Oh that T had in the 
TX. 1-24 wilderness a lodging place of wayfaring men ; 
that I might leave my people, and go from them! for they be all 
adulterers, an assembly of treacherous men. And they bend 
their tongues /ise their bow for lies: but they are not valiant for 
the truth upon the earth; for they proceed from evil to evil, and 
they know not me, saith the Lop. 

Take ye heed every one of bis neighbour, and trust ye 
not in any brother: for every brother will utterly supplant, 
and every neighbour will walk with slanders. And they will 
deceive every one his neighbour, and will not speak the truth:

Therefore thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Behold, I will melt 
them, and try them ; for how shail I do for the auhter of my 
people?) Their tongue is as an arrow shot out ; it speaketh deceit : 
one speaketh peaceably to his neighbour with his mouth, but in 
heart he layeth his wait. Shall I not visit them for these things? 
saith the Lorp: shall not my soul be avenged on such a nation 
as this? - 

For the mountains will T take up a weeping and wailing, and 
for the habitations of the wilderness a lamentation, because they 
are burned up, so that none can s through them ; ncither can 
men hear the voice of the caitle; both the fowl of the heavens 
and the beast are fled; they are gone. And T[ will make Jeru- 
salem heaps, and a den of dragons ; ; and I will make the cities of 
Judah desolate, without an inhabitant. 

Who ts the wise man, that may <anderstand this? and who is 
he to whom the mouth of the Lorp hath spoken,-that he may 
declare it, for what the lund perisheth avd is burned up like a 
wilderness, that none passeth through? And the Lorp saith, 
Because they have forsaken my_Jaw w which I set before them, and 
have not obeyed my voice, neither walked therein; but have 
walkedafter the imagination of their Gwn heart, and after 
Baalim, which their fathers taught them: therefore thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, I will feed them, 
even this people, with wormwood, and give them water of gall to

47. Thus saith the Lorn; Cursed be the man that trusteth in 
man, and maketh flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth from 

XVII. 6-18 the Lor» For he shall be like the heath in the 
. desert, aud shall not see when good cometh ; but 
shall inhabit the parched plas in the wilderness, ix a salt land 
and not inhabited. 

Blessed is the man that trusteth in the Lorp, and whose hope 
the Lorp is. For he shall be as a tree planted by the waters, 
and that spreadcth out her roots by the river, and shall not see 
when heat cometh, but her leaf shall be green ; and shall not 
be careful in the year of drought, neither shall cease from 
yielding fruit. 

The heart is deceitful above all éhings, and desperately wicked ; 
who can know it? I the Lorp search the heart, Z*try the reins, 
even to give every man according to his ways, and according to 
the fruit of his doings. As the partridge sittcth on eggs, and 
hatcheth them not; so he that getteth riches, and not by right, 
shall Jeave them in the midst of his days, and at his end shall be

A glorious high throne from the beginning is the place of our 
sanctuary. O Lorn, the hope of Israel, all that forsake thee 
shall be ashamed, and they that depart from me shall be written 
in the earth, because they haveeforsaken the Lorn, the fountain 
of living waters.

But the Lorn és with me as a mighty terrible one: therefore 
my persecutors shall stumble, and they shall not prevail : they 
shall be greatly ashamed ; for they shall not prosper : their ever- 
lasting confusion shalt never be fotgotten. But, O Lorp of hosts, 
that triest the righteous, end scest the reins and the heart, let

thy covetousness, and for to shed innocent blood, and for oppres- 
sion, and for yjolence, to do it. herefore thus saith the Lorp 
concerning Sehainkiny the son of Josiah king of Judah; They 
shall not Jament for him, saying, Ah my brother! or, Ah sister ! 
they shall not lament for him, saying, Ab lord* or, Ah his glory! 
He shall be buried with the burial of an ass, drawn and cast 
forth beyond the gates of Jerusalem. J 

Go up to Lebanon, and cry ; and 7ift up thy voice in Bashan, 
and cry from the passages : for all thy lovers are destroyed, TI 
spake unto thee in thy prosperity ; but thou saidst, I will not 
hear, ‘This hath been thy manner from thy youth, that thou obey- 
edst not my voice. The wind shall eat up all thy pastors, and 
thy lovers shall go into eaptixity ssurely then shalt thou be 
ashamed and confounded for all thy wickedness. © inhabitant 
of Lebanon, that makest thy nest in the cedars, how gracious 
shalt thou be when pangs come upon thee, the pain as of a woman 
in travail ! - 

As I live, saith the Lorp, though Coniah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of »udah were the signet npon my vigkt hand, yet would I - 
pluck thee thence ; and I will give thee into the hand of them 
that seek thy life, and into the hand ef them whose face thou fear- 
est, even into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
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into the hand of the Chaldeans. And I will cast thee out, and 
thy mother that bare thee, into another country, where ye were 
not born; and there shail ye die. But to the land whereunto 
they glesire to return, thither shall they not return. 

Zs this man Coniah a despised broken idol? is he a vessel 
wherein is no plé:sure? wherefore are they cast out, he and his 
seed, and are cast into a land which they know not? O earth, 
ewrth, earth, hear the word of the Lorp. Thus saith the Lorn, 
Write ye this man childless, a man that shall not prosper in his 
days: for no man of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any 1ore in Judah. 


81. AND4dt shall come to pass, that like as I have watched over 
them, to pluck up, and to break down, and to throw down, and to 
destroy, and to afflict; so will I watch over them, . 

to build, and to plant, saith the Lorp. In those XXXL. 28-34 
days they shall say no more. ‘Lhe fathers have exten a sour 
grape, and the children’s teeth are set on edge. Bat every one

Behold, the days come, saith the Lorp, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, and with Uic house of Judah:

36 AND it came to pass in the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah king of Judah, that this word came unto Jeremiah from 
the Lorn, saying, Take thet a rell of a book, and J 
write therein all the words that T lave spoken ae 22 
unto thee against Isracl, and against Judah, and against all the 
nations, from the day I spake unto thee, from the days of Josiah, 
even unto this day. It may be that the house of Judah will 
hear all the evil which I purpose to do unto them; that they may 
return every man dtom his evileway ; that I may forSive their 
iniquity and their sin. 

Then Jeremiah calied Baruch the son of Neriah: and Baruch 
wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the Lorp, 
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which he had spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book. And Jere- 
miah commanded Baruch, saying, I am shut up; I cannot go into 
the house of the Lorn: therefore go thou, and yead in the roll, 
which thou hast written feom my mouth, the words of the Lorp 
in the cars of the people in the Lono’s house upon the fasting 
day : and also thou shalt read them jn tho cars ‘of all Judah that 
come out of their cities. Tt may be they will present their 
supplication before the Lorp, and will return every one from his 
evil way: for great is the anger and the fury that the Lorp hath 
pronounced against this people. And Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah the prophet commanded him, 
reading in the book the words of the Loxp in the Lerp’s house. 

And it came to pass in the fifth year of Jehoiakim the son of 
Josiah king of Judah, in the ninth month, that they proclaimed 
a fast before the Lorn to all the people in Jerusalem, and to all 
the people that came from the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 
Then real Baruch in the book the words of Jeremiah in the 
house of the Torn, in the chamber of Gemariah the son of 
Shaphan the scribe, in the higher court, at the entry of the new 
gate of the Lorp’s house, in the ears of all the people.

Therefore al] the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shelemiah,*the son of Cushi, 
unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine band the roll wherein thou 
hast read in the ears of the people, and come. So Baruch the 
son of Neriah took the roll in his-hand, and came unto them. 
And they said unto bim, Sit de-vn now, and read it in our ears, 
So Baruch read i¢ in their ears. 

Now it came to pass, when they had heard all the words, they 
were afraid both one and other, and said unto Baruch, We will 
surely tell the king of ali these svords, And they asked Baruch, 
saying, Tell us now, How didst thou write all these <ords at his 
mouth? Then Baruch answered them, He pronounced all these 
words unto me with his mouth, and T wrote them with ink in 
the book. ‘Then said the prinecs unto Baruch, Go, hide thee, 
thou and Jeremiah; and Iet vo man know where ye be. 

And i%ey went in to the kins into the cotwt, but they laid up 
the roll in the chamber of Elishama the scribe, and told all the 
words in the ears of the king. So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of Elishama the scribe’s chamber. 
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And Jebudi read it in the cars of the king, and in the cars of all 
the prinees which stood beside the king. Now the king sat in 
the wintevhouse in the ninth month: and there was a fire on 
the hgarth burning before him, And it came to pass, that when” 
Jchudi had read three or four leaves, he cut it with the penknife, 
and cast i¢ into the fire that was on the hearth, until all the roll 
was consumed in the fire that was on the hearth. Yet they 
were not afraid, nor rent their garments, xeither the king, nor 
any of his scrvants that heard all these words, Nevertheless 
Elmathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had made intercession to 
the king that he would not burn the roll; but he would not 
hear thom. But the king commanded Jerahmecl the son of 
Hammelech, aud Seraiah the son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the 
son of Abdeel, to tako Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah the 
prophet: but the Lorp hid them. 

Then the word of the Lorn came to Jeremiah, after that the 
king had burned the roll, and the words which Baruch wrote at 
the mouth of Jeremiah, saying, Take thee again another roll, 
and write in it all the former words that were in the first roll, | 
which Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath burned. And thou 
shalt say to Jechoiakin king of Judah, Thus saith the Lorn ; 
Thou hast burned this voll, saying, Why hast thou written there- 
in, saying, The king of Babylon shall certainly come and destroy 
this land, and shall cause to cease from thence man and beast? 
Therefore tifis saith the Loxp of Jehoiakim king of Judah ;

Then took Jevomiah anothor rol], and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah ; who gvrote therein from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the book which Jehoiakim king of 
Juda had burned in the fire: and there were added besides 
unto them many like words.

Ezekiel.—The prophet Exckiel was the contemporary of Jeremiah, probably a 
later contemporary, but while Jeremiah remained ta Jerusalem, Ezekiel 
was carried away into exile with Jehoiechin to Babylon, It is noticeable 
that n great deal of the imagery of Exkiel’s visions is derived from the 
Babylouiun architecture. cas the son of @ pricst of Jerusalem 
namel Bui. After being deported with the fi » 72 597, he 
lived tn Babylon at Tel Abih, oa. the viv i cand, 
called Chebuy, His cull to the prophetio office came in 592, and his misston 
lasted tiwenty-turn yrars, ending apparently ix 810. It was for a long time 
supposed (hat the Book of Havkiel lies before us in the form in which tt left 
the author's taal, wud there ix, no doubt, a unity of spirit and form rwaning 
through it which gives it rather a remarkable place amongst the Books of 
the Old Testament.

The move protuble hypothesis is that Beckicl is 
really the aadhor ; Uert he wrote dawn aut elibacatel his book as acwhole 
soncuhere about 672 B, aid for this purpose acatled himself of earlier 
menoranda, which he ehos: to leave uualtered,  Curivusly caonghy although 
the book ix more of a literary unity than others, Us Hebrew text is perhaps 
the viast corrupd of all, 

The divisions of Evkiel ave three, The first, taclwling an introduction, 
calonds to the cad af the tecaty-frth chapter, « collection of addresses 
regarding the dmutinent destruction of Jerusalem. The sccond portion 
(chapters xxv .) contetns oracles against Ammon, Moab, Edom, 
Philistit, Tyre, Sidon and Egypt, which pre-suppose that. Jerusalem has 
already fallen, The third section (chapters xxxiii,-xlviii.) deals with 
Israel's future afler the destruction of Jerusalem, and the famous Vision of 
the Temple (chapters xl.-x ) forins an almost independent sub-division. 
The general charactor of Exckicl as a prophet is his close connection with 
the priestly rviters and the Peutatench. He begins that glorification of the 
Lau, which was afterwards carried out ut such great length and with sich 
infinity of detiil by later writers, although in Bekicl’s case the Law has 
not tuken the plice of the intimate personal religion usually inculeated by 
the prophets. There ave points of contact between Ezekiel and the Book of 
Jeremiah, viiinly illustrated in. similar phrases, such as “I lay a 
slumbling-Uock before him” (Jeveniiah vi. 21: Ezekiel iii, 20), ‘* Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace” (Jeremiah vi. 14: Ezekiel xiii. 10), “ To 
‘play the harlot” (Jeremiah ii, 20: Ezekiel 15), § Tu sinite upon the 
thigh? (Jeremiah xxxi. 19: Ezekiel 12), aad o frw similar dictions. 
So, tan, there is evidently a elosy cui hie. ane. the Book of 
Daniel, depending on the apuculuplte ( Ad in precisely 
similar fushion the Apovalupse of St. John de much of its language 
aud imagery froin Exckiel,

and that swear by Malcham; and them that are turned back- 
from the Lorp; and those that have not sought the Lorn, nor 
enquired for him. 

Hold thy peace at the presence of the Lord Gor; for the day 
of the Lorp is at hand: for the Lorp hath prepared a sacrifice, 
he hath bid his guests. 

And it shall come to pass in the day of the Lorp’s sacrifice, 
that TI will punish the princes, and the king’s children, and all 
such as aro clothed with strange apparel. Imthe same day also

Therefore say thou unto them, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts ;. 
Turn ye unto me, saith the Loxp of hosts, and I will turn unto 
you, saith the Lorp of hosts, Be ye not as your fathers, unto 
whom the former prophets have cried, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts ; Turn ye now from your evil ways, and from your 
evil doings: but they did not hear, nor hearken anto me, saith 
the Lorp.

So I answered and spake to the angel that talke with me, :

‘spake unto me, saying, This is the word of the Lorp unto Zerub= 
babel, saying, Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. Who art thou, O great mountain? 
before Zerubbabel thow shalt become a plain: and he shall bring 
forth the headstene thereof with shoutings, erying, Grace, grace 
unto it. 

Morcover the word of the Lorp came unto me, saying,

And it shall come to pass in that day, that the light shall not 
be clear, nor dark: but it shall be one day which shall be known 
to the Lonp, not day, nor night: but it shall come to pass, that 
at evening time it shall be light, 

And it shall be in that day, that living waters shall go out. 
from Jerusalom ; half of them toward the former sea, and half 
of them towa»d the hinder sca: in summer and in winter shall 
it be, And the Lorp shall be king over all the earth: in that 
day shall there be one Lorp, and his name one. All the land 
shall be turned as a plain from Geba to Rimmon south of 
Jerusalem: and it shall be lifted up, and inhabited in her place, 
from Benjamin’s zale unto the place of the first gate, unto the 
corner gate, and /rom the tower of Hanancel unto the king's 
winepresses. And mew shall dwell in it, and there shall be no.

Malachi.—The time of the book's origin is in the period subsequent to Haggat 
and Zechariah. The Temple is built (i..10). The author wasa predecessor 
or contemporary of Ezra, writing perhaps about 458 n.c. But it is not 
wholly improbable that both the later Zechariah (ix.-xiv.) and Malachi 
constituted two anonymous minor prophetic writings which were added at the” 
conclusion of the better-known and well-authenticated writings (Corniil).

Paalms.—~ That the Psalter was gradually formed is clear from several consider 
ations. (1) We have at close of Ps. Ixxii., an indication that we have got to 
the end of @ collection of so-called “ Davilie” psalms. (2) We have. 
duplicates, of. xiv. with liti., x1. 13-17 with lxx., eviii. with lviie 7-11 
and\x. 5-12, (3) In the earlier psalms (i. ¢. the first forty) the name Jahooh 
is found much more often than Eloht: Afterwards this relation 1s 
reversed, the word Elohin. becoming prominent. Therefore there must have 
been, Jahvistic and Elohistic elements, Three main divisions of the 
Psalter have been made :—~ 

(i) i-xti. 
(ii) x]ii,-Ixxxix. 
(iii) xv,-cl. 
Sometimes the division is made into five books, As a vile the persona 
psalms oceur earlier : those dealing uth national history or those composed. 
for liturgical purposes come later. oye 

The titles prefixed to certain psalms are quite watrustworthy as indidt: 
tions of authorship, De 

“ Kor the Chief Musician” is supposed to mean that the psalm 
question belongs to the Precentor’s collection. ok oe 

Selah” (Gk, Bidpadua), & musical term probably referring to the kind 
of interlude or accompaniment to be played at a given point. ‘' Songs of 
Degrees,” or * Songs of Ascents,” are probably the sougs uscd upon the 
journey to Jerusiiem from the country at the times of the great festivals, 

The bulk of the Psalter belongs to the period of the second Temple, after 
the retwrn from the evile, and the whole collection was put together gradually 
between 450 B.. and 250 B.0., or perhaps 180 B.C, . 

[Some psalms are supposed to beloug to the Maccabean period, e. ge Ps. 
xliv., lexiv., Ixxix., and léxxiii. They are not quoted here.] = 

Thisvery doubiful if David rrote any of the fralms. Wz know that 
“ The Song of the Bow” (quoted earlier, 2 Sam. 1.) belongs in alt proba- 
bility to him. But the tone of religious thought in the Psalms seems to 
indicate a later authorship. Sh 

The tradition of Davidie authorscip ccnes from the author of thé 
Chronicles, aud we find altribucd to David, in 2 Sam. xxii, @ peal 
identical with Ps, xviii. : 

But modern scholarship will not allow an early date for the majority 
the pieces in the Psalter. Duhm and Cheyne, representing the~eatreme 
school, put the Psalms very late. Driver says that there is no proof that any 
of the psalms were carly. Kirkpatrick thinks that « good many can: be 
aitributed cither to David or to tn time immediatay succeeding him, —S6, 
too, Delitzsch in his earlier years.

SONG OF SOLOMON 


Canticles.—Jis date is the fourth century probably—perhaps contemporancos 


thw 


with the older parts of Proverbs—or perhaps as late as the third or second 
century, 


wuld have been felt to be a strange omission if Hebrew literature did not 
contain some specimen of erotic songs. This is clearly an Epithalamium, 
perhaps consisting of several bridal songs sung during the seven-day 
p ral, when the bridegroon was looked upon as a king 
(Solomon) and ids bride as queen. According to Oriental ideas, the 
love here depicted must be conjugal love, not thelove of av amorous girl. 
The feeling for nature reminds one of Theocritus, with whom a parallel 
could be easily mude out. One or two suppositions must be discarded, 

(1) Zt cannot have been one of the 1,005 scngs of Solomon, 1 Kings i iv. 82. 

(2) Tt cannot be explained as allegory. 

But have we here the fragments of « dvana? In this case Solomon, the 
Shulanite (Sulamith), the dauyhters of Jerusalem, and a young shepherd 
Jorer are the dranatis persone : and the story refers to the abdaetion of a 
goung and beartifi girl for Solomons harem, her faithfulness to her 
shephordk lover (seo Renan, “ Le Cantique de Cantiques,” Paris, 1891), 
and her fonal vestoration fo her hae, 

But it is doubtful whether the dranuatie scheme can be made out, and 
some have made Solomon the hero and not the villain of “he piece, The 
real objection, however, is that the Jewish literary ability did not include 
the dramatic gift. There is no drama among the Semites (but of. the stor: 
of the Alexandrian Jew, Exkicl, who is supposed to have made a Qree 
drama out of the story of the Fxodus). Parts of Jov and Isaiah are 
dramatic, but not in the formal s (e. g. ‘val of the Babylonian 
king among the shades of the dead kings. *, Son of the Morning”). 
Besisles, no drama could be so short as this, especially as we have to reckon 
several changes of scene. 

Whenever the separate songs were Wi ritten, their present form as put 
together shows obvious signs of awkward patching and textual corruption.

Eeolesiastes or ‘“ Koheleth” is post-cartic in date. Tio periods are possible. 
Hither the last century of Persian rule, when the empire of Cyrus gradually 
broke up (in 4th century), or the period of the later Ptolemics and Seleucids, 
in a corrupt Hellen: period (in 8rd centuiy). 

This is Ihe strangest book in the Old Testament. Its philosophy, such as it 
is (and it may be derived from the Greek) is Epicurean, or rather Cyrenaic 
combined Brith a weary pessimism, Soimetimes itis like Omar Khayyam, 

sometimes like Ewripides or Leopardi. Occasionally the author puts in 
phrases of a quite opposite Senowr, and quite inconsistent with his general 
position, perhaps, to put Kimself right with the orthodoe party, But he 
neve gives up his belief in God, he is no Atheist, and his last chapter (xti.) 

is fie Koheleth = the preacher, is, of course, & mask for anonymity, 
His general position is this :-—(i) Nature does not progress, it merely re- 
curs. (it) Man's work is futile, because it has no continuity and no endurance, 

(tit) Only chance regulates the world: there is no purpose, no artisticjustice, 

(iv) There is no future world to put this one straight. (v) Better enjoy 

what you can, Austerity is uf no avail ; one should be neither over-good, 

nor over-bad. Do not take life too seriously, But make your accownt 
with God.

Job is the finest produgs of so-called ‘Wisdom Literature,” which, besides Job, 
“y thelud’s. Proverbs and Koheleth (Ecclesiastes): and_in the Apocrypha 
ee and Jesus ben Sira (Ecelesiasticus). See Introductory Essays, 
Date.—Probably belongs to 8rd. century (250 B.C.) in the Greck period. 

It-is later than Jeremiah, Cf. Jer, xx, 14-18 with Job iii. Job quotes 
Jeremiah, It is later than Ezckicl. Sce Ezek. xviii. For Job answers 
Exekiel’s supposition that such a thing as guiltless suffering does not exist. 

Ft is later than the Book of Proverbs, Job xv. 7 is distinctly dependent ow 
Proverbs yiii, 25. Morcover there is an entire absence of any trace of the 
book's influence on Hebre® literature, which scems to prove that it comes 

avery late, e 

As Goethe utilised the old papular book of Doctor Fuust, so the author, or 
authors, seem to have utilised a book*of a popular character about Job 
(JR appears with Noakeand David in Ezek, xiv. 14 and 20). The 
prologue and epilogue belong to the old book, 

Chaps, xxvii. and xxviii. have long been in doubt, because in them Job seems to 
go over to the enemy. See especially xxvii. 11-23. 

Chaps. xxxii.-xxxvii. The speeches of Elihu huve been universally questioned 
because there is no mention of Elihu either at beginning or end. Why 
should he not be condemned as well as the three friends? They are therefore
